W the proposed parkway from Twelfth 
| street to Grand avenue? Will they be 
sufficient to justify the expense, reughly esti- 
mated at $5,500,000 to $6,000,000? 
Property owners in the districts in which the 
assessments will be levied to pay the greater 
part of the cost, and the people of the city at 
large who will contribute a‘smaller share, are 
asking these questions. 
To determine whether the benefits will out- 
weigh the costs, St. Louis should be fully in- 


HAT benefits-will St. Louis gain from 


what it will contribute to the city in a material 
(civic and psychological sense. 

The parkway will begin at Twelfth street, tak- 
ing in the block between Market street and Chest: 
nut street as far as Beaumont street, and between 
Lawton avenue and Pine street, from. Béaumont 
street to Grand avenue. Two additional blocks 
of ground will be taken between Lindell avenue 
and Pine street, east of Grand avenue, 


The buildings which occupy. this strip of) 


ground will be razed. These Wuildings are all 
old, many are dilapidated and unsightly, and 
some have been abandoned. Between Twelfth 
street and Jefferson avenue most of the build- 
ings are used for secondhand stores or small 
shops, places of amusement. and cheap hotels. 
Between Jefferson avenue and Grand avenue the 
‘houses that are habitable are occupied largely

District of Dilapidated Buildings. 

ITHIN the entire city it would be difficult 
to find another 21 continuous blocks 
presenting a worse general appearance.

of life that no property owner has yet been able 
to calculate with any degree of accuracy how 
many generations hence it will be before his 
heirs can realize a value upon it. 
- Few, if any, property owners-in the district 
are getting profitable returns on their invest- 
ments, and most of them are. getting barely 
enough to pay taxes and repair bills, and some 
are getting no return whatever: 

Except the small parks around the city hall 
and “Municipal Courts Building there is not one 
foot of park space in the district bounded by 
Twelfth street, Olive street, Grand avenue and 
Mill Creek Valley. It is a dreary waste of de- 
caying buildings, closely crowded together, with- 
out a breathing oasis anywhere.

If the 

authorities should care to do so, one block in the parkway could be set aside to be known as 
“Free Speech Square” or whatever name might be chosen for it.

The visitor to.the city, stepping out of Union 
Station and ‘looking westward, could see only the 
vista of trees, flowers and shrubbery, and to the 
east, he would see a similar picture leading di- 
rectly into the busy business district of the city. 

The financtal problem involved in the parkway 
scheme is simple. The city has the power to 
condemn private property for public use. The 
new charter gives it the power to thus acquire 
property for parkways. It provides also that the 
cost of the parkway, for the most part, may be 
assessed against the property owners who will 
be directly benefited. 

The argument is advanced that the parkway 
will greatly enhance the value of all property 
within a wide district. The experience of other 
cities shows that the district deriving direct 
benefit in the way of increased property values 
is a mile on ‘each side of the improvement. 


Property values throughout the district. that 
will be affected by the parkway are largely specu- 
letive. The actual value based upon earnings is 
low. Much of the property has been puschased 
on the theory-that it would some day be valuable 
for business purposes. Real estate agents have 
made strenuous efforts to attract big business 
houses to Chestnut and Pine streets, between 
Twelfth street and Highteenth street. But they 
have not been successful. The development has 
followed Locust street and Washington avenue, 
but has not crossed south of the Olive street line. 

The old residence property west of Jefferson 
avenue has also been purchased 


instead of a theoretical value. But there has 
been no demand for any of this property for 
either business or residence purposes, and condi- 
tions have grown steadily worse. Unless some 
thing is done to give new life to this blighted 
district, there may be no increase in values dur- 
ing the next 50 years, and in that time present 
values would be eaten up by taxes and interest 
on mortgages. 

These are the conditions with which the prop- 
}erty owners in the district are confronted. City 
officials and others who have investigated all 
phases of the parkway proposition have satisfied 
themselves that there will be an immediate in- 
crease in property values when the improvement 
s officially authorized. The increased values will 
be created by demand for the property for busi- 
ness and residence purposes. There will be ready 
gale for the property at prices much in excess of 
those which could now be realized. 

As the property owners would derive the most

In 1898, the 
year the Anti-Saloon League was organised, the 
per ‘capita consumption of malt end spiritous 
liquors in.the whele eountry wee 16.6 and 1.46 
gallons, respectively. In 1899, when only 6,000,000 
people were living under prohibitory Jaws, the 
figures were 16.8 and 1.11. 
proximately 35,000,000 people were living fn “dry” 
territory, the figures had risen to the high-water 
mark of 22.0 and 1.68. The report of 1908 shows 
a decrease of about 10 per cent in spiriteuas liqyors 
as compared with 1907, while the consumpti6n >f 
malt liquors was about the same for both years. 
Thus we are confronted with the remarkable fact: 
that, in 1908, when the prohibtion wave tad 
reached enormous proportions and wee wiptng 
out retail liquor dealere at the rate of 11,000 a 
year, the American people consumed more liquor 
per capita than they did in any previous year 
since 1898, the year 1907 alone excepted. Why 
did the consumption fall off in 1907? Thet was 
the year of the panic and there was less liquor 
“withdrawn from bond.” Less withdrawn because 
the manufacturer does not withdraw from vond 
until he is ready to pay the tax upon each barrel 
and he is not ready to pay that tax until be is 
ready to sell. | 

The Anti-Saloon League places the area of dry 
territory at about 3,000,000 square miles. It 
places the “dry” population at 48,000,000. It tells 
us that 80 per cent of the territory of the United 
States is “dry.” If we grant all of these state-. 
ments without investigation or demand for au 
thenticity it only makes the farce loom greater.

Vermont adopted prohibition in 1862 and dis- 
approved it in 1908. New Hampshire tried it from 
1855 to 1889.

Rhode Idland 
adopted prohibition in 1868 and tried it for 10 
years until 1863. Connecticut, 1854-1872. " New 
York tried it in 1864 for two years only. In 1688 
Pennsylvania rejected prohibition by a majority 
In 1856 Maryland began a trial that 
lasted but a few months. Delaware did so in the 
same year and two years later gave it up. Ohio 
adopted a prohibition law in 1856 ahd rejected it 
in a few months. Again on Nov. 8, 1914, Ohio 
rejected prohibition by a majority of 83,371 votas. 
Michigan, Indiana, Nebraska, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Texas have all tried it. Tennessee defeat- 
' ed prohibition by a majority of 27,693 in 1887, but 
_ edopted the guise of being “dry” in 1909. Oregon 
tried it in 1887, but the law failed to pass. Ala- 
bama has repudiated prohibition.

In our embassy in Paris one of these 
latter had just finished struggling 
with two American women. One 
would not go home by way of En- 
gland because she would not leave 
her Pommeranian in quarantine, and 
the other because she could not car- 
ry with her 22 trunks. They demand- 
ed to be sent back from Havre on a 
battleship. The volunteer diplomat 
bowed, “Then I must refer you to 
our navy attache on the first floor,” 
he said. “Any tickets for battle- 
ships must come through him.” 


I suggested he was having a hard 


time. 
Regretted His Choice. 

“Tf we remained in Paris,” he said, 
‘we all had to help. It was a choice 
between volunteering to aid Mr. Her- 
rick at the embassy, or Mrs. Herrick 
at the’ American Ambulance Hospital 
and tending wounded Turcos. But 
between soothing terrified Americans 
and washing niggers, I'm sorry now 
I’ didn’t choose the hospital.” 

In Paris there were two embassies 
running overtime, that means from 
early morning until after midnight, 
and each with a staff enlarged to 
six times the usual number. At the 
residence of Mr. Herrick in the Rue 


1 Francois ler there was an impromptu 


staff composed chiefly of young 
American bankers, lawyers and busi- 
ness men. They were men who inher- 
ited or who earned incomes of from 
$20,000 to $50,000 a year, and all day 
and every day without pay, and cer- 
tainly without thanks, they assisted 
their bewildered penniless and home- 
sick fellow countrymen. Below them 
in the cellar was stored part of the 
$2,500,000 voted by Congress to assist 
the stranded Americans. It was 
guarded by quick-firing guns loaded 
by the French War Office, 


see. With one of them I had been a 
shipmate when the Utah sailed from 
Vera Crus. I congratulated him on 
being tn ‘Paris. 

“They say Parig is some city,” he 
assented, “but’all I’ve seen of it is 
this courtyard. Don’t tell anybody, 
but on the level, I'd ‘rather be back 
in Vera Cruz!” 


The work of distributing the money 
was carried on in the chancellerie of 
the embassy in the Rue de Chaillot. 
It was entirely in the hands of Amer- 
ican army and navy officers, 20 of 
whom came over on the warship with 
Assistant Secretary of War Breckin- 
ridge. Maj. Spencer Crosby, the mili- 
tary attache of the embassy, was 
treasurer of the fund, and every ap- 
plication for aid that had not already 
been investigated by the civilian 
committee appointed by the Ambas- 
sador wag lecided upon by the offi- 
cers. Mr. Herrick found them inval]- 
uable. He was earnest in their praise. 

They all wanted to see the fighting; 
but in other ways they served their 
country. As a kind of “King’s mes- 
sengers,’’ they were sent to our other 
embassies, to the French Government at 
Bordeaux and in command of expedi- 
tions to round up and convoy back to 
Paris stranded Americans in Germany 
and Switzerland. Their training, their 
habit of command ané of thinking for 
others, their military titles, heiped them 
to success. By the French they were 
given a free road, and they were not 
only of great assistance to others, but 
what they saw of the war and of the 
French army will be of lasting benefit 
to themselves. Among them were offi- 
cers of every branch of the army and 
navy and of the marine and aviation 
corps. Their reports to the War De- 
partment, if ever they are made public, 
will be mighty interesting reading. 


Tireless Democratic Ambassador. 


The regular staff of the embassy was 
occupied not only with Americans but 
with Bnglish, Germans and Austrians. 
These latter stood in a long line out- 
side the embassy, herded by gendarmes. 
That line never seemed to grow legs. 
Mgron T. Herrick, our Ambassador, was 
at the embassy from early in the morn- 
ing until midnight. He was always 
smiling, helpful, tactful, optimistic. Be- 
fore the war he already was pop- 
ular; and the manner in which 
he met the dark days when the Ger- 


mans were within 15 miles of Paris made || 


-him thousands .of friends. He never 


lasked any of his staff to work harder 


than he worked himself, and he never 
knocked off, and called it a day’s job 
before they did. Nothing seemed to 
worry or daunt him; neither the depar- 
ture of the other diplomats when the 
Government moved to Bordeaux, and 
he was left alone, not the advancing 
Germans and threatened siege of Paris. 
nor not evén falling bombs. 

Herrick was as democratic as he was 
efficient. For his .exclusive use there 
Was a magnificent-audience chamber 
full of ormulu brass, tapestry, sevres 
china and sunshine. But of its grandeur 
the Ambassador would grow weary, an. 
every quarter hour he would come out 
into the hall crowded with waiting En- 
glish and Americans. There, assisted by 
Monsieur Charles, who is as invaluable 
to our Ambassadors to France as are 
Frank and Edward Hodson to our Am- 
bassadors to London, he would hold an 
impromptu reception. It was interest- 
ing to watch the former Governor of 
Ohio clear that hall and send everybody 
away smiling. Having talked to his 
Ambassador instead of to a secretary, 
each went off content. In the hal] one 
morning I found a noble lord of high 
degree chuckling with pleasure. 

“This is the difference between your 
Ambassadors and ours,” he said. “An 
English Ambassador won't let you in to 
see him; your American Ambassador 
comes out to see you.” 

One might say that Brand Whitlock, 


Brussels in the very center of the con- 
flict, is not a trained diplomat. But he 
started with an excellent knowledge cf 
the French language, and during the 
eight years in which he * as Mayor of 


‘Toledo he must have learned something 


of diplomacy, responsibility and of the 
way to handle men, even German «dili- 
tary Governors. He is, in fact, the 
right. man in the right place. In Bel- 
4 eium all men, Belgians, Americans, Ger- 
mans, speak well of him. In one night 


he shipped out of Brussels in safety and

it was largely due to him and to the 
Spanish Minister, the Marquis Villa- 
labor, that Brussels did not meet the 
fate of Antwerp. 
Remains at Troubles’ Center. 

When the Government moved to Ant- 
werp, Whitlock asked permission to re- 
main at the capital. He beMeved that 
in Brussels he could be of greater serv- 
ice to both Americans and Belgians. 
And while the diplomatic corps moved 
from Antwerp to Ostend, and from Os- 
tend to Havre, he and Villalabor stuck 
to their posts. What followed showed 
Whitlock was right. Today, from Brus- 
sels, he is directing the efforts of the 
rest of the world to save the people of 
that city and of Belgium from death by 
starvation. In this he has tife help of 
his wife, who was Miss Ella Brainerd 
of Springfield, Ill.; Monsieur Gaston de 
Leval, a Belgian gentleman, and Miss 
Caroline 8. Larner, who was formerly 
& secretary in the State Department and’ 
who, when the war started, was on a 
vacation in Belgium 


His right-hand man is Hugh C. Gib- 
son, his first secretary, a diplomat of 
experience. It is a pity that to the le- 
gation in Brussels no military attache 
Was accredited. He need not have gone 
out to see the actual war, the war would 
have come to him. As it was, Gibson 
Saw more of actual warfare than did 
any or all of our 28 military men in Par- 
is. It was his’ duty to pass frequently | 
through the firing lines on his way to 
ntwerp and London. He was constant- 
ly under fire. Three times his automo- 
bile was hit by bullets. These trips 
were so hazardous that Whitlock urged 
that he should take them. It is said he 
and his secretary used to toss for it. 
Gibson told me he was disturbed by the 
signs the Germans have placed between 
Brussels and Antwerp stating that ‘‘au- 
tomobiles looking as though they were 
on reconnoisance’’ would be fired upon. 


He asked how an automobile looked 
when it was @ reconnoisance. 

Gibson is one of the few men who, 
after years in the diplomatic service, re- 
fuses to take himself seriously. He is 
always smiling, cheerful, always amus- 
ing, but when the dignity of his official 
position is threatened he can be serious 
enough. When he was Charge d’ Affairs 
in Havana a young Cuban journalist as- 
saulted him. That Journalist is still in 
jail. In Brussels a German officer tried 
to blue pencil a cable Gibson was sendé 
ing to the State Department. Those

Nothing disturbed their calm, and 
at no hour could you catch them idle 
or reluctant to help a felloW country- 
man. Their office hours were from 12 to 
i2, and each consulate had taken out an 
all-night leense. and thrown away the

Wien four other Americans I was 
forced to rout one Congul out of bed at 
2 in the morning. He was Col. Albert 
W. Swalm of Iowa, but of late years 
our representative at Southampton. 
That port was in the military zone and 
before an American could leave it for 
Havre it was necessary that his pass- 
port should be vised in London by the 
French and Belgium Consul Generals, 
and in Southampton by Col. Swalm. We 
arrived in Southampton at 2 in the 
morning to learn that the boat left at 
b four, and that unless in the interval we 
obtained the autograph and séal of Col.

A policeman came along 
and arrested us for throwing stones at 
the consular sign. We explained that 
we Had hit the sign by accident while 
aiming at the window and that, in any 
case, it Was the inalienable right of 
Americans to stone their own Consul’s 
sign if they felt like it. He said he al- 
ways had understood we were a free 
people but, “without meaning any dis- 
respect to you, sir, throwing stones at 
your Consul’s coat of arms is almost, 
as you might say, sir, making too free.” 
He then told us Col. Swalm lived in the 
suburbs, and in a taxicab started us to- 
Wards him. 


Scantily but decorously clad, Col. 
Swalm received us and greeted us 4s 
courteously as though we had come to 
present him with a loving cup. He 
acted as though our pulling him out of 
bed at two in the morning was in- 
tended as a compliment. And for affix- 
ing the seal to our passports, he re- 
fused to accept any fee. We protested 
that the consiil generals of all other 
nations were demanding fees. ‘I know,” 
he said, ‘but I have never thought it 
right to fine a man for being an Amer- 
ican.”

territory between Market street and 
Mill Creek Valley, and a district north 
of Chestnut street, probably to Frank- 
lin avenue; Hast of Twilfth street the 
benefited district may extend to Broad- 
way. After fair assessments shall have 
beet! made against the property in the 
benefited district, the commissioners 
will assess the balance of the cost 
against the city at large. In other cities 
the entire cost of similar improvements 
generally have been assessed against 
the property owners who were directly 
benefitted. 

It is anticipated that there will be a 
big demand for parkway frontage for 
theaters, possibly an opera house, high- 
class moving picture shows and better 
class~hotela. There will be a demand 
also for the frontage east of Jefferson 
avenue as sites for retail stores of all 
kinds, and perhaps for wholesale 
houses. f 
Special Tax Bills Good Investment. 

For the property west of Jefferson 
avenue it is thought there will be a de- 
mand for sites for apartment houses, 
family hotels, neighborhood theaters, 
drug stores and retail stores of the bet- 
ter class. Automobile stores also prob- 
ably would require much space along 
the parkway, as it would become the 
principal automobile thoroughfare of the 
city. New life, and consequently new 
values, would be given to the entire dis- 
trict, north and south of the parkway. 

There are about 14,000 feet of frontage 
on the two sides of the praposed park- 
way. An average assessment of $100 a 
foot would produce a revenue of $1,400,- 


|  600—more than one-fourth of the sum 


estimated as needed for the construc- 
tion of the parkway. 

Between Twelfth street and Grand 
avenue-there is approximately 100,000 
front feet on Pine street, Olive street, 
Locust street, Washington avenue, Lu- 
cas avenue, Morgan street and Franklin 
avenue; Am average assessment of $25 
a front foot on this property would 
tring in an additional $2,500,000. That 
would leave about $2,000,000 to be as- 
‘weased against the district east of 
Twelfth street, west of*Grand avenue, 
}south of Market street and against the 
city at large. 

These figures are merely suggestive of 
how the money will be raised to pay for 
the improvement.

MAKE CLOTHES FOR 
NEEDY:IN WAR ZONE 


Funds Collected by Red Cross 
Relief Committee Will Be 
Spent Here for Supplies. 


MEETING FOR TOMORROW 
— 
Plans Will Be Outlined—Quar- 
ters Have Been Obtained 
for 200 Workers. 


The St. Louls Red Cross Women’s 
War Relief Committee, which has just 
been organized, will use the funds it 
collects to purchase supplies and ma- 
terials in St. Louis and garments to be 
sent to Europe will be made by &8t. 
Louis women. The work at first will 
be voluntary, but it is hoped to have it 
grow to such magnitude that needy 
women may be employed at nominal 
wages to help in the sewing. | 

The central office of the Women’s 
Committee will be on the sixteenth 
floor of the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing, quarters having been donated by 
Thomas McKittrick. There will be a 
big public meeting tomorrow afternoon 
at 2:30, which men and women are 
urged to attend. Gov. Major, as head 
of the Missouri Branch of the National 
Red Cross, has been invited to attend 
as has also Mayor Kiel. A. E. Bost- 
wick, head of the Public Library, will 
preside at the meeting. An address will 
be made by the Rev. Z. B. T. Phillips 
and by Mrs. Harry January. 

All the sewing machines, needles, but- 
tonhole machines and equipment in gen- 
eral have been loaned for the work and 
there will be room for 200 women each 
day with a trained worker in charge of 
each department. It is hoped to get 
women from ali parts of the city ir 
join in the work. Branch offices will 
te established throughout the city. The 
branch offices will receive patterns, Red 
Cross labels and transportation service 
from the central office, but in every 
cther way will be self-supporting ‘and 
self-governing. Women at the branch 
offices will be permitted to sew for any 
country they wish and the garments 
marked for delivery to the country they 
designate. The central office will be 
strictly neutral, all garments being dis- 
patched for general distribution. Gar- 
ments will not only be made for the 
soldiers, but for the women and chil- 
dren in need. 

Many church gutflds and clubs have 
been working for the Red Cross and it 
is hoped to unite the efforts and to in- 
terest thousands of other St. Louis 
women.

RAILROADS KILL 5558 
TRESPASSERS A YEAR 


Northwestern Agents’ Statistics 
Show 108,009 Killed, 117,- * 


257 Hurt in 24 Years. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—Railroads of the 
nation kill 6658 persons annually—an 
average of 14 every day—because there 
are no laws penalizing tresspassing on 
railroad tracks, R. C. Richards, gener- 
al claim agent of the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad, told delegates attend- 
ing the eighth conference of the West- 
ern Economié Society, in an address 
here today. 

“I think it is conservative to say that 
it would cost the states, counties and 
municipalities less to enact and enforce 
tresspass laws than it does to pick up 
and bury the dead, hold inquests on the 
bodies, and care for the injured,” 
Richards said. 

He asserted/that during the last 24 
years there Were 108,009 persons killed, 
and 117,27 1! da while walking on 
railroad tracks and “‘flipping’’ on cars. 
He produced statistics showing that of 
10,94 persons killed on railroads last 
year, more than half of the total were

OIL PRODUCERS WILL 
FIGHT STATE INSPECTION 


Assert That Fees Collected Are 

Used for Revenue 
»- Purposes... _ 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 14.—The In- 
dependent Oil Producers’ Association of 
the United States today formally noti- 
fied Atterney-General Barker they will 
attack the constitutionality of the 
State law providing for oil inspection on 
the ground that it is used for revenue 
purposes. 

R. L. Welch, attorney for the Inde- 
pendent oll men, said a temporary in- 
junction will be applied for in. the Su- 
}preme Court to restrain the State in- 
spectors from inspecting and collecting 
inspection fees. 

“The State collects annually in fees 
from the oil companies about $125,000," 
said Welch. “Of this only $25,000 is used 
for operating expenses of the depart- 
ment and the remainder is turned into 
the revenue funds.”’ 

The State Legislature in 1902 passed a 
whisky inspection statute, which was 
signed by Gov. Dockery and an office 
was installed for the department at the 
State capitol. The liquor interests con- 
tested the constitutionality of the act, 
saying a large part of the fees were 
used for revenue purposes and the Su- 
Preme Court sustained their contention, 
declaring the law void. 

Welch said the same fight will be 
made oh the Goal oll inspection statute 
and the*whisky decision will_be cited 
as precedent,

Carl Friedberg, German pianist, who 
is making his first American tour this 
season, will be the solo artist at the 
Symphony concerts Friday afternoon 
and Saturday evening of this week, and 
will play the Schumann A minor con- 
certo for plano and orchestra.

He was born in 
the famous Bingen-on-the-Rhine, but 
has lived in Berlin the greater part of 
his life. In Europe he is called ‘‘the

one of the greatest {nterpreters of the 
works of Brahms.

How Germans Are Made 


Into Cogs of the Great 
War Machine in Barracks 


British Officer, Formerly in Kaiser’s Service, De- 
scribes Barracks Life, 
Dislikes of the Men in Training. 


Habits and Likes and 


There appears among other books 
brought out by the war in Europe ‘‘The 
German Army From Within” (George 
H. Doran Co.), bearing no other clue 
to its authorship than the statement 
that it is by a British officer who has 
served in that army. The writer tells 
of his cadetship in a German military 
school and of subsequent service in the 
Prussian cavalry. His book is tinged 
with British prejudices and the hope of 
a German downfall, but gives, never- 
theless, what appears to be exact ac- 
counts of some features, of soldier life 
for the Fatherland. It is to be remem- 
bered that these are pictures of the 
army in peace; not in the fervor and 
excitement of war.

Privates’ Pay Insignificant. 
JING to the ranks: “The pay of 

G the common soldier in Germany 

is a trifle hardly worth mentioning. 
I believe it is, gross, a matter of 
three-halfpence a day, and I fancy that 
there are some deductions made from 
that. , ; 
“However, the principle is that the 
German serves lis Fatherland for love 
of service, not from any sordid motives 
of gain or pérsonal comfort. It is for 
this that he endures the brutality of his 
Sergeants, the arrogance of his officers 
and the kindly patronage of his great 
master.” 

The recruit does not have a happy 
time getting into the German army. He 
meets neither cheerful officers nor 
friendly, helpful mates. 

“The first steps of actual training, 
however, are by no means so harsh as 
those through which I was put in the 
British cavalry many years ago. There 
the rough-riding staff took the greatest 
pleasure in choosing the roughest horse 
they could find, and on this I was 
turned loose in the riding school, with 
a beeswaxed saddle dnd no stirrups. 

“The German cavalry cannot afford 
treatment of that kind until they have 
their recruit well in hand. The easiest 
horse of the squadron is chosen for him; 
the stirrups are carefully fitted, and he 
ig allowed to amuse himself in the drill 
ground or riding school until such time 
as he is quite comfortable in the society 
of the wild animal. 

“By degrees the newcomers. are 
brought together in some sort of order 
and training begins in earnest, each day 
marking a litle more severity. In a few 
days they are in the riding school, 
bumping round and rouna on horses 
carrying no other equipment than a 
blanket.

FARM IDENTIFIED 


Daughters Say Body Is That 
of Mrs. William Sprouse of 
East St. Louis—Husband 
and Mrs. Blanche Scott, 
Who Lives at Home, Ar- 


rested. 


WIFE DISAPPEARED 
FOURTEEN DAYS AGO 


Sprouse Was Taken to the 
Police Station Ten Days 
Ago With Mrs. Scott, but 
Both Were Later Released 
—Is Father of Six. 


The woman found murdered yesterday 
in the cow pasture of the farm of 
Moses N. Sale, about a mile south of 
Clayton, with her skull crushed, was 
identified last night by portions of her 
clothing as Mrs. William Sprouse, who 
lived with her husband at 98 North 
Seventeenth street, East St. Louis, and 
who disappeared two weeks ago. 

Erie Sprouse, 12 years old, identified a 
scarf found about the woman’s neck, 
but told Coroner Bopp that her mother 


must have dyed it after leaving home. 
Bessie, another daughter, 9 years oid, 
identified a comb found in the woman’s 
hair as belonging to her mother, and 
also identified the shoes. Several neigh- 
bors stated that the clothing found upon 
the murdered woman was that undoubt- 
edly of Mrs. Sprous. 

Sprouse was arrested at his home, to- 
gether with Mrs. Blanche Scott, who 
bas been living in the house. Both had 
been arrested two weeks ago, upon com- 
plaint of neighbors after Mrs. Sprouse 
disappeared, but they were released 
after 10 days, no charge having been 
brought against them. 

Throughout the evening Chief of De- 
tectives Grigsby and Chief of Police 
Shephard questioned Sprouse regarding 
his wife’s disappearance. 

At 11:30 p. m. Chief Grigsby came out 
of his office to say that Sprouse had 
identified the veil, skirt, comb and shoes 
found upon the murdered woman as hav- 
ing’ been worn by his wife when last 
he saw her. He said he had last seen 
her two weeks ago at 8 o'clock in the 
evening when he had put her upon a 
street car at Collinsville avenue and 
Broadway, Fast St. Louis. 

Sprouse told the police his wife told 
him at that time that she was through 
with him and that she was “going over 
the river.” He says he has not seen 
her nor heard from her since. 

The first arrest of Sprouse occurred 
when neighbors telephoned a complaint 
that his wife was away and another 
woman was living in the house. He 
has six children—Roy, 14; Erie, 12; Bes- 
sie and Ollie, twins, 9; Obal, 8 and 
Rado, 65. 

The children told the police that their 
father had gone out with their mother 
on Sunday morning. 

They said he did*npt come home 
until nearly midnight, and that another 
woman was with him. They were 
awake, and Roy asked where his moth- 
er was, but his father told him to go 
to sleep. A statutory charge was made 
against Sprouse and Mrs. Scott, but the 
case was dropped. 

Their rearrest followed a visit made 
by Chief of Detectives Grigsby to St. 
Louis County. He brought the cloth- 
ing of the woman back from Kirkwood 
and showed it to the Sprouse children. 

Sprouse is a janitor at the Corno Mills. 
He told the police he did not know 
where his wife had gone. 

Skull Badly Crushed. 

From the time of the finding of the 
body by William Kurrelmeyer, tenant 
upon the farm, while searching for a 
cow, the case has developed a number 
of queer angles. 

In the right stocking of the murdered 
Woman, whose skull was so fearfully 
crushed that there is a gap completely 
across the top of her head, was a gro- 
ser’s account book, in which a house- 
wife keeps entries of her purchases. 
In this there appeared the notation, 
“Nella Hall, 46 Cairo, Ill., 1614 Olive st.” 

Inquiry at the address given showed 
that a couple known as the “Dancing 
Halls’ who are vaudeville performers 
had lived there for a time with Mrs. 
Ligzie Vorphol who conducts a boarding 
house. 

The Halis had left for Madison, ac- 
tording to Mrs. Vorphol, and at Madi- 
son reporters found Mrs. Pauline Hall 
at the residence of Mrs. Julia Vickers. 
Mra. Hall said that she was one of the 
“Danciag Halls,"’ and that she had lived 
At the Olive street address for atime | 
Following out the address given as 
Cairo, a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
found a Miss Nelle Hall, a music teach- 
pr, living there, but neither she nor the 
Mre. Hall found in Madison could ex-

The California, which will be built 
at the New York Navy Yard, will be 
the first electrically-driven warshhip 
ever built, as the Jupiter was the first 
deep-sea vessel of any type to be fitted 
with motors.

on Last Day. 

PETROGRAD, via London, Nov. 14.— 
Thousands of men, women and children 
stood since 4 o’clock this morning in a 
driving snowstorm before the doors of 
the liquor shops on this, the last day 
on which it was possible to purchase 
light wine and beer under the prohibi- 
tion act of the Russian Government, 
which on Monday becomes absolute. Ap- 
plicants for a final supply of bever- 
ages came with baskets, sacks, carts 
and wheelbarrows, many having pawned 
their last belongings to procure means 
to purchase. 

This final prohibition act is the last 
of three distinct liquor reforms, the first 
curtailing the sale of vodka and the 
second abolishing it absolutely. The 
third measure extends the prohibition 
to every form of alcoholic drinks in al) 
portions of the empire under martia] 
law. Cities included in the prohibition 
are Odessa, Riga, Warsaw, Moscow, 
Kiev and virtually all cities of western 
Russia. 


SUFFRAGE BY FEDERAL 
STATUTE TO BE ASKED 


National Convention Holds Con- 
stitution Empowers Congress 


to Enact Such a Law. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 14.—The 
National American Suffrage Associa- 
tion, in convention here, decided to stil!

A resolution was adopted directing the 
association’s Congressional Committee 
to work for a Federal statute giving 
women in all states the right to vote 
for members of Congress, United States 
Senators and presidential electors.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—The death of Field 


Marshal Lord Roberts, who was com- 
mander of the British forces in the Boer 
War, was officially announced tonight. 

Lord Roberts died in France, where he 
had been visiting the Indian troops. His 
death was due to pneumonia. He was 


82 years old. 

Earl Kitchener, Secretary of State 
for War, announces that the following 
telegram has been received from Field 
Marsha! Sir John French: 

“I deeply regret to tell you that Lord 
Roberts died at 8 o’clock this even- 
ing.”’ 

Lord Roberts had insisted upon go- 
ing to.France to greet the Indian trpops, 
of which he was Colonel in chief. He 
contracted a chill Thursday and suc- 
‘cumbed after a short illness. 

The news of the death of Lord Rob- 
certs came as an entire surprise to En- 
gland. The veteran’s devotion to ee 
interests of the army, his hard work ‘ 
this connection and his seeming dil 
health had been the subject of commen: 
since the beginning of the war. He was 
the most popular military figure in 
Great Britain and a national hero with. 
out rival in the affections of the people. 

Despite his years, he had never ceased 
hard work since his nominal retirement, 
and, as he had often remarked, he lived 
a rigidly abstemious life that he might 
preserve his strength for the service vf 
his country. 

Favored Compulsory Service. 

During the past five or six years, when 
the German war cloud had been grow- 
ing, he prosecuted an active campaign 
tu persuade the nation to adopt a com- 
rulsory military service. His belief was 
that Great Britain required the training 
ot the whole male population in arms 
rather on the plan of Switzerland than 
the longer terms of conscription en- 
forced in the case of continental mili- 
tary nations. 

By speeches in Parliament and ad- 


kingdom, by magazine writings and let- 
ters, he preached unceasingly and un- 
tiringly the necessity for the nation to 
have its men trained in the rudiments 
at least of the soldier’s work, so that 
they could be called quickly to arms t» 
@efend the country against invasion. 
In private conversation he expressed 
the conviction that Germany was plan- 
ning to make war on Great Britain 
when she found an advantageous mo- 
ment, and he believed that the supposed 
menace of civil war in Ireland was a 
factor in setting alight the present Eu- 
ropean conflagration. Lord Robe ts 
sommanded none of the arts of the ora- 
tor and usually read his speeches. His 
popular nickname, ‘‘Bobs,’’ implied no 
lack of personal dignity. Although only 
five feet three—a shade shorter than 
Field Marshal French—his figure and 
bearing were the embodiment of so}- 
dierly cha: acter. 

Lived Modestly. 
His home at Ascot was a modest, “an- 
pretentious villa. For society he had 
neither time nor inclination, but he was 
the president of the Pilgrims Club and 
presided ove: many of its gatherings. 
Field Marshal Roberts worked day 
and night for the welfare of the sol- 
diers from’ th» outbreak of the war. He 
took the greatest interest in the Indians 
and issued an appeal for funds for their 
wounded and sick. He: also made r.- 
quests for sportsmen to contribute sad- 
dies for the army, which brought ready 
response. He made other requests for 
the loan of ‘eld glars« to officers dur- 
ing the war, and wrote personal letters 
thanks ’» all contributors. 
One of his last speeches was made 
at a review of a battalion of volun- 
teers when he referred sarcastically 
to young men who played football] 
and cricket at this crisis. 
The Government, it is expected, 
will offer a tomb in Westminster 
Abbey or St. Paul’s for the empire's 
foremost soldier.

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PILOT FOUND DEAD

Charles Martin, 64 years old, pilot of 
the Steamer Dubuque, the largest stern 
wheeler on ‘the ‘Mississippi, was found 
dead beside the wheel at 6 o’clock last 
night as the steamer was nearing Alton 
on her trip from’ St. Louis.

They believe 
that heart disease caused his death. 


Englishman Gets Iron Cross

Nor has either 
side scored any definite advance in the extensive Eastern theater 
cf the war.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14—The mails today brought the sen- 
sational news of the sinking of the British superdreadnought 
Audacious, one of the greatest warships in the world, off the north 
coast of Ireland on Oct. 27. 

The Audacious, which was added to the British navy less than 
two years ago, was struck by a torpedo or disabled by a mine, 
it has thus far been impossible to learn which. The ship’s wireless 
call for help was answered by the White Star liner Olympic, which 
was ten miles away when the call was received, and the crew of 800 
officers and men was rescued, amid scenes which recalled the sinking 
of the Olympic’s sister ship, the Titanic, two and one-half years 


ago. 


The destruction of the Audacious is the most serious single 
loss sutfered by any of the navies engaged in the war, since the 
opening of hostilities. The third in tonnage and armament among 
King George’s war vessels, the Audacious had a displacement 
of 24,000 tons and was 596 feet in length. Her armament con- 
sisted of ten 13.5-inch guns, sixteen 4-inch guns, four 8-pounders, 
with three 21-inch torpedo tubes. In her trials she developed a 
speed of 22.4 knots an hour, being slightly faster under trial 


than the other vessels of her class. 

The news of the disaster was kept secret as long as possible hy the 
British Government, pending an inquiry into its cause, This was not easily 
done, as all the Olympic’s passengers, on her eastbound trip from New 
York, saw the rescue of the crew and the sinking of the dreadnought. 

The following detailed account of the disaster was given by s passenger 
on the Olympic: 

‘‘Tuesday morning, Oct. 27, soon after breakfast, as we were eff the 
coast of Ireland, but not in sight of it, we saw four or five miles away & 
British dreadnought, a cruiser and a torpedo boat, We made toward 
and found H. M. 8S. Audacious, flying signals to us to stand by—é¢haé she 
was sinking. 

‘‘Waves were breaking over her decks. In the rough sea she seemed 
to be going down astern, with a heavy list to port, as though she had 
been torpedoed or hit by a mine on the port side aft of amidships. 

‘‘After every heavy sea, water broke over her side in & minature wae 
terfall. The whole crew were on deck, all standing as erect as minepina, 
those at the stern with waves breaking over their feet. 

‘‘There was no flurry visible. Everything was being managed with 
coolness and clockwork precision. 

‘¢ All our boats were lowered and manned and sent off te take the a@oow 
from the Audacious. 

‘(The battleship launched one of her own boats full of men, bud ao huge 
wave dashed it against her side, capsizing the boat. All the men. were 
picked up in no time by small boats from the cruiser and the destrayers, 
Meanwhile, the Audacious was making efforts to get a heavy cable te the 
Olympic. 

‘‘A trawler, flying the Swedish flag, had come up, and, with fme sea 
manship in a heavy sea, she picked up the heavy cable from the Audacious 
and brought the line to the Olympic. 

‘*We were informed the lighter cruiser, a gunboat and several destrayers 
were not of the slightest use, as they could not tow the great battleship, bud 
that the Olympic was going to try te get her into shallew water before she 
sank. 

‘* At last the heavy eable was made fast, but a moment after the Clpa 
pic started the heavy sea made it impossible to regulate the straiz em the 
cable.

Disaster Occurred 25 Miles Off Irish Coast; 
Great Efforts Made to Preserve Secrecy

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Rumors of disaster to the British super-dread- 


nought Audacious, which have persisted ever since the White Star Olympic, 
diverted from her course, arrived at Lough Swilly on Oct. 29, are confirmed 
in mail advices received today by the Associated Press from a point in Ire- 


land. | 
The Audacious lies at the bottom of the ocean off the north coast of Ire- 


land. She was hit by a torpedo or disabled by a mine just before 9 o’clock 
on the morning of Oct. 27. With the possible exception. of one or two men, 
the whole crew of 800 officers and men was rescued by small boats from the 


Olympic. 


The rescue was made in a rough sea through brilliant and daring sea- | 


manship on the part of the White Star crew. 

The battleship’s cry for assistance was caught by the wireless operator 
of the Olympic, which was only about 10 miles distant. The steamer rushed 
forward at full speed, while her crew made ready for their work. Volunteers 
were called for, and double the number necessary to man the lifeboats re- 
sponded. The crippled battleship was reached a few minutes after 9 o’clock, 
and before noon all but 100 of her men had been transferred. 

The officers and the balance of the crew were taken off in the after- 
noon and after an unsuccessful effort to tow the disabled battleship had been 
made there was a terrible explosion and the Audacious sank. 

The explosion is supposed to have beem caused by shells set loose by 
the listing of the battleship. A bit of armor plate torn from the sinking ship 
struck the deck of the Liverpool, cutting the legs from under a gunner. The 
whan died in a short time. 

The Audacious met her fate 25 miles off the Irish coast, which the 
Olympic was skirting. The liner sailed from New York for Glasgow on Oct. 
21. She had been warned that there. were German mines off Tory Island, 
and fear of these mines was the official explanation when she unexpectedly 
put into Lough Swilly, Ireland. The Olympic’s passengers saw the flash 
of the explosion and watched the mighty warrior sink. Then their ship 
turtied her prow toward Lough Swilly. Smntall craft cleared the route to 
make sure it was free of mines. From Oct. 27 to Nov. 2, the Olympie lay 
at Lough Swilly, during which time no one but naval officers was allowed 
to board her. An immediate investigation of the loss of the battleship was 
begun. Charles M. Schwab was the only passenger who left the Olympic 
béfore it docked at Belfast on Noy. 2. 


Rescue Work Remarkable; Only One Life Lost in Rough Sea. 

Vice-Admiral Sir John D. Jellicoe, commander of the home fleet, 
visited the scene of the disaster Nov. 1 and it was with him that Schwab 
went to London. 

Even officers of the White Star line were not permitted to board the 
Olympic at Lough Swilly and all supplies were taken aboard by men of 
the navy. After the steamer entered Belfast harbor one of the waiters on 
board was arrested, charged with being a spy, and detained for examination. 

The Olympic carried about 300 passengers. Nearly 100 of these were 
English reservists. All passengers other than British were denied passage 
from Belfas® to Liverpool and were compelled to go to Dublin, which is an 
opén port, to take boats for England. Secrecy regarding the loss of the 
Avdacious was enjoined upon the crew and passengers of the Olympic, who 
were urged to refrain from discussing the naval tragedy, which they had 
witnessed, pending a complete investigation.’’

HEARD NOTHING OF 
AUDACIOUS SINKING

NEW YORK, Nov. 14—Dr. J. Cc. Ht 


Beaumont, surgeon of the White Star 
Liner Olympic, who made the last east- 
ward voyage on her, ending at Lough 
Swilly, Ireland, Oct. 29, arrived today 
on the Baltic, of the same line. When 
he was questioned about stories of the 
sinking of the Audacious, and the res- 
cue of her crew by the Olympic, Oct. 27, 
which appeared in afternoon newspa« 
pers, he denied that anything of the 
sort had happened, to his knowledge. 

He said he was on the Olympic until 
Oct. 29, and left her even ahead of 
Charles M. Schwab, who was the first 
passenger to be landed. 

He said he had no knowledge of what 
might have happened after he left the 
ship. Most of the passengers did not 
get off until four days later, when the 
liner docked at Belfast. 

The only unusual incident of the voy- 
age, Dr. Beaumont said, was the pick- 
ing up of a wireless message by one of 
the Olympic’s operators, stating that 
there were mines off the north coast of 
Ireland. This warning, he said, caused 
Capt. Haddock to put into Lough 
Swilly. 

Rumors that the Olympic had struck 
a& mine were circulated in England, Dr. 
Beaumont said, but he heard nothing 
about the Audacious or any .other war- 
ship, in connection with the Olympic, 
until he arrived here. 


Schwab Hopes to Tell of Voyage in 
Autobiography. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—The sinking of 
the Audacious, and the Olympic’s rescue 
of her crew, has recalled the remark 
made by Charles M. Schwab, Steel Trust 
magnate, and a passenger on the Olym- 
pic, to an interviewer in London a few 
days ago, just before he left on his re- 
turn to this country. He declined to tell 
in detail of his experiences, but said:

patch staff, was on the editorial staff of the New York World until the 
outbreak of the war, when he volunteered for service with the British army, 
in which he fought as an officer in the Boer War. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch, Tuesday, he has just been brought back 
to London, severely injured in the throat and neck by a spent bullet. The 
letter consists in part of a diary kept from Sept. 22 to Oct. 4, and, for 
the rest, of a description of his @xperiences on the Franco-Belgian frontier 
up to Oct. 23, the date of the letter, which was ‘‘passed by the censor’’ and 


reached New York yesterday morning. 


“ON THE BELGIAN FRONTIER, 


Oct. 28, 1914. 
af INCE I joined my regiment, 
S the Fourth Royal Irish Dra- 
goon Guards, on the Aisne, 
we have been in constant action, 
either fighting or upon forced march- 
es. At this moment we are holding 
an exquisitely picturesque town, al- 
though the walls are falling about 
our ears. We are billeted in a ruined 
and shattered convent, the chape; 
alone being intact, though the altar 
is spattered with shrapnel. 

“The shell fire has been awful for 
a week, but today the enemy’s attack 
has slackened, though our guns are 
almost as active as ever. I seize the 
opportunity to refer to my diary. 

“Sept. 22.—On the River Aisne. We 
marched out of comfortable billets 
in a picturesque old chateau at 1:80 
a. m., and took up our positions in 
the trenches in support of the in- 
fantry and the French Zouaves. 

“As we took our posts in the break- 
ing dawn, the enemy, knowing only 
too well the routine of our reliefs, 
started a terrific shell fire. A shrap- 
nel shell dropped right among us, 
thvowing Lieut. Elmslie of our regi- 
ment (who married an American, by 
the way) into the alr. But he land- 
ed without any injury, luckily 
enough. Several of us were lightly 
hit but none seriously. 

“The ‘coal boxes,’ as our men call the 
German shells; weighing 80 pounds 
apiece, that their 8-inch howitzers fire, 
fairly rained in our vicinity, but we suf- 
fered no casualties during our fourteen 
hours’ vigil. 


Cavalrymen Made to Dig ' 
Trenches Under Shell Fire 


dé E had to dig our own trenches, 
W infantry work that was never- 
theless cheerfully undertaken 
by our troopers, though these cavalry- 
men fairly hunger for the dash of the 
charge. Trench digging is fightfully 
hard work, and I fear I shirked my 
share of it, though my fellow-officer 
worked away like a beaver. 

“Tt was his first experience of shell 
fire—a thing none of us like, no matter 
how much of it we endure. The en- 
emy’s aeroplanes hovered over us all 
day, notifying the German gunners of 
our positions. Dead horses. made our 
trenches none too pleasant. 

“Sept. 24—Shells @ropped in our bil- 
lets (lodgings) this day, and also on the 
2th, 2th and 27th. The last mentioned 
day was Sunday, when we held the first 
church parade we have had since the 
opening of hostilities. 

“Sept. 283—A shell dropped into the 
stone court yard of the farm where the 
Ninth Lancers were billeted, and with 
terrible results. Twelve men were 
killed outright, and while we were busy 
burying the poor chaps another shell 
came and killed nine more. The total 
casualties for these two shells were 
forty-one. It was a dreadful day, but it 
ended with a gorgeous sunset. 

“Sept. 2.—We moved on to Bazoches 
and St. Idot this day, finally being bil- 
leted at a wonderful estate at Mont St. 
Martin. So large was the farm that the 
entire regiment found cover and stabling 
for our horses. These were easily the 
most comfortable quarters we have yet 
enjoyed. But our sense of satisfaction 
was somewhat marred when we went to 
bed and found the mattresses still wet 
with blood. 

“It seems that the French had just 
turned out a lot of Germans billeted 
here a few hours before our arrival, and 
many wounded officers had been car- 
ried into and out of the house. Inci- 
dents like these make one suddenly real- 
ize the true horrors of war. 


Gets a Bed, but Has to 


Leave and Patrol Canal 


sé CT. L—A couple of days’ hard 

trekking has brought us to 

Cercemont, where I slept my 
first real sleep in bed since we came to 
France. But as usual, we had to va- 
cate our comfortable billet and move off 
to the canal, which we guarded all 
night. I had two troops, about 60 men, 
under my command. The Germans, in- 
trenched on the heights about 1000 yards 
away, remained very quiet, but as usual 
our comfort was decidedly lessened by 
the bodies of dead horses in our trenches 
or near them. 

“Then, too, a gruesome relic was con- 
tinually in evidence—the leg of a Brit- 
ish officer in a big field boot lying some 
distance off from the trenches. There 
Was @ Pridge near by, and there another 
sight aggravated us—the body of a 
dead, or possibly wounded, officer. 

“No one can approach the bridge, as 

German gun is trained on the ap- 
roach, and that poor fellow hag been 
lying there three days. It is awful. 
There was a fierce fight here just before 
we arrived, and the enemy has the 
range of everything down to a nicety. 

“Oct. 4-We spent the day in the 


a field to attract our fire, while they 
cept on shelling us from their real 
yositions on the ridges. 

‘*However, our boys soon rectified the 
error, and as the sun was setting they 
were getting in some fine execution 
among the German batteries, the real 
ones this time. 


Sameness About Night 
Attacks—All Repulsed 


FTER all, the days run about 
the same, with just enough va- 
riation to make it interesting. 

Coming back to the present (Oct. 23), we 

had two night attacks—one at 7 p. m. 

and the other at 1:30 a. m. 

“We stand to arms, prepared to sup- 
port the other men in the trenches. It 
is a nightly occurrence. Both these at- 
tacks were repulsed, our machine guns 
and rifle fire doing great execution. 

“Two days ago we held a wood. My 
squadron relieved that of another cav- 
alry regiment. The sight as daylight 
came, when we marched into the forest 
of Ploegsteert, was a dreadful one. The 
wounded came toward us in a steady 
stream, growing more numerous as we 
penetrated further into the brushwood. 
On reaching a clearing we found broken 
men and slain horses everywhere. 

“As my troop came up, one of our of- 
ficers, Capt. Houldsworth, came march- 
ing blithely toward us and gave us all a 
cheery ‘good morning.’ The plucky chap 
carried on his shoulders the dismantled 
barrel of his machine gun. His head 
was bandaged and the blood was trick- 
ling down his cheeks, His left arm hung 
limp and a machine gun bullet had torn 
his shoulder. 

“Three times hit, yet here he was, 
cheerfully making the best of it. His 
gun crew were down and out. The Ger- 
mans had done their worst (or best) 
work at his post, and it certainly gave 
one a thrill to see this youngster, erect 
and defiant after such a grueling.

They averaged 190 to the min- 
ute, fully 125 being from our guns. We 
made our regimental headquarters at a 
small farm, and pretty soon the enemy 
fire found us. It was pretty lively 
work while it lasted. Several casualties 
happened in the big house yard, where 
we had set up a dressing station for 
the wounded. 

“The flow of injured men mounted 
steadily as the hours went by. Every 
sort of wound was there, but not a man 
complained. Very few even groaned. 
Full of grit, these boys. It was night 
time before we could move them out of 
range. 

“The next afternoon (yesterday) we 
recaptured the village which had been 
our objective point. We took over 100 
prisoners, some of whom told me that 
they were the sole survivors of two en- 
tire companies of the One Hundred and 
Fourth Saxony Regiment. We had prac- 
tically annihilated them, they said. 

“Today we learned that our heroic 

little doctor, Osborne, has had a bullet 
in his thigh for three days, and never 
said a word about it. His temperature 
rose to 102, and a fellow medico ob- 
served Osborne’s condition. He insisted 
upon making an examination and found 
the wound. The plucky doctor had 
worked for three days and nights among 
the wounded without ever saying a word 
about his own hurt. 
‘The most curious thing about this 
war is to observe the peasants at work 
in the fields, within actuai range of the 
shell fire. Yesterday as we rode out 
of the firing line I saw a shepherd and 
his family driving a herd of sheep and 
cattle calmly through the glowing sun- 
set It brought “Gray’s Elegy’’ to my 
mind, with every well-known war poem 
as an uncouth chorus. 

‘Rain and the oold nights bother us, 
yet we are all well and cheerful, but 
there is no man here that wants the war 
to last one minute longer than shal! 
be necessary to ‘lick the Deutchers!’ As 
I write this, the shell fire is deafening 
and the windows—yes the very walls— 
are os from the detonations.”’

In leavimg, she had asked the 
way to Maplewood, and was given di- 
rections that might have led her to the 
spot where the body was found.

The woman was described by the Cor- 
oner as having black hair, swarthy skin. 
thin. face and being about 5 feet 4 
inches in height. She weighed about 
12% pounds. She was fully dressed in a 
blue serge suit, long black coat, laven- 
der waist, black stockings and shoes, red 
undershirt and had a silk scarf about 
her head. 

There was no jewelry upon the body 
with the exception of a cheap breast- 
pin. A pocketbook contained no money.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—A mysterious per- 


s0n known under the names of Horst, 
Von der Goltz and Bridgeman Taylor, 
described as a Major in the Mexican 
army and suspected of being a German 


Spy, was remanded in police court to- 
day on the charge of failing to register 
as an alien enemy. 

The prosecution said that, although 
the prisoner was charged with this 
minor offense, he was under the very 
grave suspicion of the foreign office, the 
admiralty and the police, and that he 
might have to answer more serious 
charges when the inquiry into his ca- 
reer had been completed. 

The real name of this man is not yet 
known, but he had in his possession a 
passport issued in Washington bearing 
the name of Bridgman (or Bridgema) 
Taylor and describing him as a Major 
in the Mexican army.

fame. It was in South Africa in his 
later years that this was supplemented 
and magnified by his achievements in 
Great Britain’s campaign against ‘the 
Boers. 

It was as field marshal and Kari that 
Lord Roberts was formally known, but 
it was as “Bobs” that the men of the 
ranks knew him, loved him and greeted 
him. In their estimation and in that of 
the admiring public, which appreciated 
and applauded his services, no name 
could fit him better than this diminutive 
of his family name and a word mean- 
ing ‘‘hero’’ in Hindu. 

Greatest Soldier, Said Kaiser. 
Showeréd as he was with honors and 

titles by his own country, it was not 
by that nation alone that his military 
abilities were appreciated. 

“The greatest soldier of his time” 
were the words used by Emperor 
William of Germany in paying trib- 
ute to him. “Roberts of Kandahar,” 
the Emperor is recorded as saying, 
“has much of the sublety and abil- 
ity to perceive his opponents that 
have distinguished the greatest mili- 
tary geniuses of the past. I hold 
him the ablest of today’s soldiers.” 
For more than half a century En- 

glad had occasion to take pride in the 
career of Roberts, the soldier. As 
the career ripened she came to hold him 
in the same affection as Wellington, 
Clive and Kitchener. In nine of her 
wars he was in the thick of the fight- 
ing and was wounded many times. As 
he fought he rose in rank from a super- 
numerary subaltern in the horse artil- 
lery ‘to Field Marshal and commander 
in chief of all the British. armies. 

As further rewards he was made a 
peer of the realm and the recipient of 
distinguished orders, of which the chief 
was the Order of the Garter, the most 
ancient and highly prized of all the 
British orders. This crowning honor 
came to him in 1901, after his notable 
services in leading the British cause to 
victory in South Africa. 


Began Career Early. 

Lord Roberts’ military education be- 
gan early in life. While an infant in 
arms he was taken to England to re- 
celve education in the war-like art. 

At 19 he was back in India, serving 
under his father, a distinguished Gen- 
eral of the Victorian period. For more 
than forty years he served in that Ori- 
ental empire, upholding Great  Brit- 
ain’s sovereignty with his sword and 
gaining world-wide fame. Beginning 
with the Indian mutiny, the record of 
his services is studded with brilliant 
exploits and gallant deeds

in his career, after he had rescued a 


comrade from what appeared certain 
death in the campaign against the In- 
dian mutineers and had recovered a 
standard captured by the enemy. Queen 
Victoria herself pinned the highly prizea 
token upon the soldier’s tunic. The 
mutiny medal for bravery was another 
that he won in fighting the Sepoys at 
Delhi and helping to drive them from 
their siege of Lucknow. The Indian 
frontier and the Abyssinian medals 
came to him from his fighting through- 
out the Umbeyla, Abyssinian and Lusha 
campaigns. 

When the Afghan war, in which Lord 
Roberts was to win lasting fame, broke 
out, he had risen to the rank of Major- 
General. As such, in the Afghan war 
and in the following campaign against 
the tribesmen, the brilliancy of the 
British General's strategy commanded 
the attention of the world’s greatest 
soldiers. The two years’ war came to 
a culmination with “Bob's” famous 


march through a tangled wilderness and 
his dashing assault of Kandahar, re- 
sulting in the dispersal of the Ameer’s 
army. 

England’s new military hero, invalided 
home, was given a remarkable reception, 
starting with his embarkation at Do- 
ver. 

He was summoned to Windsor Castle 
by Queen Victoria, who raised him to a 
baronetcy; he received the thanks of 
Parliament, was presented with the free- 
dom of many cities and was granted de- 
grees by Oxford and Dublin universities. 
A special medal was struck to commem- 
orate his famous march to. Kandahar. 

Sent to South Africa after the Britisn 
disaster at Majuba Hill in the Boer 
War of 1881, the hero of India found oa 
his arrival that peace had been de- 
clared. Shortly afterward he resumed 
his service in the Orient and in 188 
became Commander in Chief of the 
British army in India, a post which he 
held for eight years. The rank and 


title of Field Marshal came to him tn 
18%. In the meantime, in 1992, he had 
been raised to the peerage as Baron 
Roberts of Kandahar and Waterford. 

Lord Roberts had reached the age of 
63 years when the second great episode 
in his career began. Called to sustain 
British sovereignty in South Africa, 
‘where one British disaster had followed 
another with rapidity in the fighting 
against the Boers, Lord Roberts sailed 
for the scene of war with a sad heart. 
for his only son had fallen at the 
Tugela. 

But the veteran of India plunged with 
his old determination into the fray on 
South African soil and in a whirlwind 
campaign, brought the Boer war to an 
end victoriously to British arms. In- 
spired by his personality, fighting brave- 
ly and successfully under his leadership, 
the British relief armies pressed back 
the Boer lines and relieved the garrisons 
of Kimberly and Ladysmith. Not long 
afterward Lord Roberts fought his way 


| into Pretoria and there mea aad the: 
surrender of Gen. Cronije. 

This campaign ended Lord Robert 
active service in war. He received ior 
the third time in his 61 years of life ag 
a soldier, the thanks of both houses of 
Parliament and was created an Earl of 
the realm, with the title Earl of Kanda- 
har, Pretoria and Waterford, two of 
his most brilliant battles being thus ree 
corded. With the title went the ese 
privilege of descent through the female 
line, a privilege evidentiy designed to 
mark Queen Victoria's sympathy with 
Lord Roberts over the loss of his only 
son—and a grant of £100,000 ($500,000) 
maintain the dignity of his earldom. —

Caught on Racehorse.

He was held for the Grand 
fury, but before the jury convened he 
wscaped from the Greenville jail. Be 
was traced to Kansas City, but Mrs. 
Cook, having recovered the money, re- 
fused to prosecute him. A warrant 
charging him with jall breaking is stil! 
in effect and it is on this that the 
Greenville authorities hope to take him 
back there. 

Finch says he has lapses of memory 
and says he can remember nothing 
about the bank robbery or the occur- 
rence at Greenville. His wife, May 
Finch, who is stopping at 3028 Washing- 
ton avenue, says she will stand by him. 

Thus far Finc: has shown himself an 
adept at getting the “bacon,” but he 
never seems able to take it home, 

Loses thy Robbery. 

After he robbed the Gravois Bank 
Friday afternoon he was $2.45 out. That 
amount of his own money was taken 
from him when he was searched. 

Finch entered the bank with a drawn 
revolver and forced J. Harry Rehme, 
the cashier; Oscar Crecelius, the book- 
keeper, and Mrs. Belle Nally, the jani- 
tress. to get into the vault. He took 
$1600 from Rehme’s cage. 

Dean Elliot, a letter carrier, discov- 
ered the robber’s presence in the bank 
when he went there to deliver mail. He 
called Constable Bobring, who biluffed 
Finch into opening the bank door.

down and overpowered him. He is held 
in the Clayton jail on a robbery charge.

/BARREL OF FLOUR, 
~ ISKANSAS APPEAL 


Every Man in State Is Asked to 
Make Substantial Gift 
for Relief. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 14.—A proclama- 
tion addressed to the people of Kansas, 
adopted by the Kansas Belgian Relief 
Association today, calls on ‘every mer- 


chant, wage earner and professional 
man and woman” to contribute to the re- 
lief fund. Gov. Hodges is president of 
the association. The proclamation says 
in part: 

“The most important work Kansas has 
undertaken in many years confronts it 
now. Seven million people in Belgium, 
mostly women and children, are starv- 
ing. 

“The smallest amount of food neces- 
sary daily to sustain life is 10 ounces. 
The daily ration in Belgium is three 
ounces of flour and nothing else. This 
is a supply so small that at this hour 
all Belgium is practically on a starva- 
tion basis. 

“Every man in the State should sup- 
ply a barrel of flour. If he cannot do 
this, he should buy a sack or join with 
a neighbor in buying a barrel or a 
sack.’’ 


Hungry Belgians Attack German 
Provision in Near Charleroi. 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—Capt. T. F. Lucey, 
who has been active in the distribution 
of American relief in Belgium, has sent 
& message to the headquarters of the 
American Relief Committee in London 
saying that the supplies so far available 
are entirely insufficient to meet the im- 
mediate and urgent needs of the Belgian 
people and requesting further assistance 

The American consul at Antwerp has 
written a letter to Dr. Henry Van Dyke. 
American minister at the Hague, ir 
which he says: 

“It seems that Belgium will have to 
face the danger of famine much earlie~ 
than any of us thought it would. I have 
been called upon by the Mayor of S* 
Nicholas, imploring me to hasten, if 
possible, such help as the American peo 
rle could and would render, as they had 
more than 20,0009 persons without bread 
and work in this little town and nv 
means of providing for them. 

“An equally strong appeal has come 
from the Mayor of the stricken city of 
Malines and I learn that down in the 
cecal district, near Charleroi, poor peo- 
pie, maddened with hunger, attacked a 
German military train laden with pro 
visions.

PRESIDENT GOES 
ADVENTURING IN 
NEW. YORK CITY 


Identity Finally Discovered and 
Crowd Forces Him to Flee 
Into Hotel. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—President Wil- 
son found tonight he could not hope to 


escape recognition in New York, even 
when he appeared upon the streets as 
an unobtrusive private citizen. He tried 
it and failed. 

After spending the day playing goif 
at the Piping Rock Club on Long 
Island, the President returned to this 
city and announced that he intended to 
spend the evening quietly at the hom 
of his friend, Col. E. M. House, in Fif- 
ty-third street. He changed his mind, 
however, and at 8:3 o'clock this eve- 
ning he and Col. House started for a 
stroll on Broadway. They were at- 
tended only by a couple of secret serv- 
ice men, who remained some distance 
in the rear. 

Soon the President and his escort halt- 
ed for a moment to listen to the music 
provided at a Salvation Army open-air 
meeting and right there the Presidents 
incognito came to an end. 

Crowd Follows President. 

“It's Wilson! It’s President Wilson!” 
shouted a man in the crowd. 

Instantly the Salvationists were de- 
serted as the listeners began to follow 
the President and his host. The secret 
service men closed in quickly. 

Two blocks farther on a_ volunteer 
street orator discussing the Mexican sit- 
uation gained Mr. Wilson as an auditor. 
The President smiled and started on as 
the speaker eulogized Villa and excori- 
ated Carranza. The orator soon was 
deserted, the throng trailing. the Presi- 
dent, 

The next stop in the Wilson itinerary 
was a suffragist meeting. The woman 
speaker was interrupted in her address 
as the hundreds who followed the Presi- 
dent came up. The crowd shouting, 
“Hurrah for Wilson!’’ had by this time 
gained alarming proportions. Two or 
three New York patrolmen volunteered 
to assist the secret service operatives 
in forcing a path for the city’s distin- 
guished visitor,and they began looking 
for a safe haven. 

The suggestion was made as they 
reached Thirty-fourth street that they 
seek the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, where 
Dr. Cary Grayson, the President's physi- 
clan, is a guest. The hotel was reached 
safely and the officers made a lane for 
Mr. Wilson. As he gained the door, the 
President turned and waved his hand, 
crying, ‘‘Good-bye, I’m going to get 
away from you now.” 

As the crowd surged around the Thir- 
ty-fourth street entrance, Mr. Wilson, 
Col. House and their guardians were 
taken to the second floor in an elevator, 
and spirited out on the Fifth avenue 
side. Gaining the street, the President 
caught sight of a painting of Mrs. Wil- 
son in the window of an art store. The 
President stood sadly and silently be- 
fore the window for a few minutes, the 
crowd evidently forgotten. Then the 
secret service men hailed a Fifth ave- 
nue ~~ and in this vehicle the Pres- 
ident rode to the home of Col. House. 

During an automobile ride this after- 
noon the President was within a few 
miles of Col. Roosevelt, whois at Oyster 
Bay, but the two did not meet. Col. 
Roosevelt was much interested at the 
news, and said he hoped the President 
was well. 

Attendance at the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church and dinner at the 
home of Cleveland H. Dodge at River- 
dale will make up the program of the 
President tomorrow.

Four Years Starts Equalization 
Board Investigation. 


The Illinois State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, which passes on the tax assess- 
ments of each county and fixes the 
State rate, as well as adjusting the as- 
sessments of the large public service 
corporations, is investigating the status 
of the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Co.'s 
affairs in Madison County. The com- 
pany has not paid taxes in full in Madi- 


son County for four years, evading 


them by litigation. 

The 1910 assessment on the physical 
properties of the company was pro- 
tested by the company, which instituted 
proceedings in the Madison County 


Ceurt. The clatfm was that County 
Treasurer Fred A. Wisele, who is ex-of- 
flicio supervisor of assessments, was 
without authority to increase the bridge 
assessment without notice. Up to that 
time the assessment on the Merchants’ 
bridge in Madison County had been 
$650,000: three-fifths of the bridge is in 
Tilinois. 

Eisele raised it to $1,500,000, reports 
showing that more freight business is 
handled over the Merchants’ bridge than 
over the Eads bridge, even including the 
wagon transfer on the latter. The 
Eads bridge is assessed at more than 
$8,000,000 for the part which is in St. 
Clair County. 

The Merchants’ Bridge Company, in 
addition to the County Court action, 
started injunction proceedings in the 
Circuit Court. Judge W. E. Hadley de- 
cided that in view of the other proceed- 
ing his court was without jurisdiction 
and the injunction plea was taken to 
the Supreme Court, where Judge Had- 
ley’s contention was upheld. The case 
came back to the County Court to be 
tried on its merits, and is now unfer ad- 
visement by Judge Hillskotter. 

Now the State Board of Equalization 
is taking a hand. Charles Becker of 
Freeburg, a member, made a secret trip 
to Edwardsville this week and exam- 
ined all the records at the courthouse 
which had a bearing on the case. The 
State Board assessed the company $725,- 
000 on its capital stock last year, but 
the company fought this, too, with an 
injunction.

Maroons Take Early Lead on the New Conference Cham- 
pions, but Succumb to Later Attacks of Champaign 
Men—Clark Scores After 95-Yard Run. 


URBANA, I, Nov. 14.—TIllini practically cinched the conference foot' 
ball championship today when Bob Zuppke’s great machine, headed by his 
wonderful pair of runners, Pogue and Clark, defeated Chicago by a score 


of 21 to 7. 

Illini’s victory came as an in- 
tensely dramatic finale to a sensa- 
tional battle in which the Illini! 
came from behind, fought an uphill 
fight, for Chicago scored early

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TRUCK BUILDERS 
FILL BIG ORDERS 
FOR WAR NATIONS 


White, Packard, Reo, Overland, 
Jeffery and Other Plants Have 
Closed Large Contracts. 


Advices to the Post-Dispatch indicate 
that practically every important builder 
of trucks in the United States is under 
contract for the immediate buflding and 


delivery of trucks from two and a half 
tons up to the representatives of Puro- 
pean nations now at war. 

The White Co. of Cleveland is now 
at work on an order for 600 trucks for 
one country and for 7 for another. 

The Packard plant is building 48 
trucks for one country and 180 for an- 
other. and they had an order for 10 
from a third nation the filling of which 
is now in question. 

The Reo people have received an or- 
Ger for 150 trucks to go to Burope for 
war use. 

The Overland factories are busy with 
a big order and the Kisselkar plant has 
already made one large shipment 
abroad, and the Jeffery and General 
Motor Car plants are also busy now 
building trucks to fill extensive orders 
from abroad. 

According to automobile men, there Is 
more to this information than the mere 
filling of the orders for war cars. As 
fast as the agents for Huropean coun- 
tries can buy them they are shipping 
thousands of horses to their respective 
armies for which they are paying high 
prices. The effect of this Is to greatly 
reduce the supply of horses, and as the 
farmers are selling the dams as well as 
the young horses, the supply must nec- 
esgarily be reduced for several years to 
come, because a young horse is not 
serviceable for heavy work until! about 
4 years old. 

The argument advanced is that the 
American business man will find him- 
self forced to turn to the use of motor 
trueks, because he cannot buy horses, 
and that he will find that trucks are 
hard to buy because of scarcity.

Persons 
who were convicted of unlawfully tak- 
ing cars or using them without the con- 
sent of the owners, formerly were let 
wf with light sentences or were paroled 
The offenses became so numerous, how- 
ever, and so much joy riding was being 
indulged in that the judges have ap- 
parently decided to put a stop to this 
dangerous practice by meting out se. 
vere sentences. 

Last week Judge William T. Jones 
sentenced Wilbur Stokesbury to four 
years in the penitentiary and this week 
Judge Rhodes E. Cave sentenced James 
McKinsey (alias Mussler) to two years 
in the penitentiary and James O’Connor 
to one year in the workhouse. McKin- 
sey and O'Connor stole a Ford car be: 
longing to Dr. Ross Clark; they were 
captured at Pontiac, Il., and returned 
tc St. Louis, where they were both tried 
and convicted by Judge Cave of ths 
Circuit Court. 

Where it can be shown that ft was 
the offender’s intention to steal the car 
—that is. dispose of, or keep it, he can 
be convicted of grand larceny, as these 
men were, but a very dangerous class 
of automobile thieves are those who 
take cars and use them without the 
consent of the owner for joy riding. 
An automobile fn the hands of a man 
who has so little sense of responsibility 
as to pick up @ car not belonging to 
bim and use it for his own purpose is 
a menace to the public and shoulé be 
severely punished. A number of these 
men have been caught and convicted 
and a number are now serving terms in 
the workhouse. 

Detectives McGauley and Helmholt are 
keeping up their record of recovering 
stolen cars and capturing the thieves. 
Out of more than 200 stolen cars last 
year, only two were not recovered. 
Practically all of the cars taken this 
veat have been recovered, so {t is aiffi- 
cult now for a person to steal a car 
under any circumstances, without being 
epprehended and severefy punished.

ON DOOR OF CAR

SPRING TOURISTS 


Highway Improvements So Gen- 
eral That Two or More Good 
Routes Are Travelable. 


With the excepticn of such slight. im- 
provements as may be made during the 
winter months, the principal transconti- 
nental routes are now in approximately 
the shape they will be at the beginning 
of the heavy travel to the Pacific Coast 
Exposition early next year. At least no 
new projects can be undertaken and 
finished before this heavy travel begins. 

Late reports reaching the A. A. A, 
Touring Information Board, New York 
and Washington, from all quarters, in- 
dicate that the road improvements on 
the principal cross-country lines dur- 
ing 1914 have been underestimated rather 
than overestimated. This is particular- 
ly the case on the western end of the 
‘‘Northwest trail’’ between Montana and 
Seattle, especially since the former se- 
vere grade of Snoqualmie Pass has been 
reduced to a maximum of 5 per cent. 

The cities, counties and towns on the 
line of the Lincoln highway in the 
Far West have also made very great 
improvements in order to bring that 
route to as good condition as possible 
for 1915 touring. Both the ‘Trail to 
Sunset’ and its principal alternate, the 
Santa Fe-Grand Canyon-Needles high- 
way, have not lagged behind the others: 
and beginning next year the tourist has 
two complete options between Albu- 
querque and Southern California, both 
of which can be traveled with comfort 
and safety. 

While, unfortunately, some parts of 
the “‘All-Southern route” are yet in poor 
shape, that line as ma whole has been 
greatly improved during 1914, and will 
not present very serious difficulties to 
tourists who decide to go leisurely 
across that way in 1915.

HINTS FOR PRESERVING 
TIRES IN WINTER MONTHS 


Mr. L. Greenwald, head of the service 
department of the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber Co., suggests the following pre- 
cautions to auto owners for preserving 
tires on cars tied up for the winter: 


‘When you are through with your car 
for the season, jack it up, remove the 
tires from the rims and wash them well 
with soap and water. Be sure to re- 
move all traces of oll or grease. The 
rims, too, should be sandpapered to re- 
move all traces of rust accumulation, 
and painted with liquid graphite. 


“For the best protection. the tires 
should be wrapped in clean cloth or 


paper sind tat flat iw & odel dark pl 

If possible, store tires where they 

not be subjected to streams of heat 
cold. A temperature of 40 to 60 degrees 
is most favorable for avoiding chemical 
action on the rubber. ‘ 

“A very effective way is to wrap them 
in strips of muslin or burlap about three 
inches wide. Wind these strips around 
the tire and have each wrap lap over 
about one Inch. 

“Inner tubes should be deflated, 
placed in a box, or wrapped in a clean 
cloth or paper, and laid flat in a dark 
place with no weight resting on them. 
If they are left in the tubes they should 
be partly inflated. 

“Never let the weight of the car rest 


on the tires when laying up for the 


winter mionths. Jack it up and allow 
the axles to rest on supports. The con- 
stant weight on one part of the tire will 
cause it to flatten at that point, creas- 
ing the fabric and greatly weakening it. 
If the tires are left on the rims they 
should be thoroughly cleaned and re- 
paired and only enough air pressure left 
in the tubes to keep them well rounded. 
This prevents them from wrinkling or 
cracking. 

‘While the car is not In use ts an op- 
portune time to have necessary repairs 
made on tires. It is the repair shops’

hurry for the return of the tires, they 
can devote all the time necessary for 
your job and do it right.

Restrictions Also on Presence 
amd Time of Stay of Bellig- 
erents’ War Vessels. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—President 
Wilson today issued a proclamation to 
supplement the existing regulations for 
preservation of neutrality in the Pana- 
ma Canal and the Panama Canal zone 


duting the European war. 

Thé proclamation extends its prohi- 
bitions to air craft, public or private, of 
belligerent Powers, which are forbidden 
to rise from or descend upen eanal sone 
tertitory or “to pass through the air 
spaces above” the land or water of the 
sone. It also forbids any use of wire- 
jess télegraph by  0Obelligerent vessels 
within zone jurisdiction except on busi- 
néss in connection with the canal. 

Belligerent Powers are forbidden by 
the proclamation to embark or disem- 
bark tfoops, war munitions or warlike 
materials in the fone, except in case of 
necessity due to accident. Belligerent 
vessels are not to remain in the canal 
zone territorial waters longer than 2% 
hours at a time, except when in dis- 
tress and the old requirement of 2 
hours between departures of opposing 
bélligerent ships is retained. 

Restrictions on Repair Work. 

Only in case of actual distress and to 
make a vessel seaworthy may the United 
States repair facilities and docks be 
ubed by belligerent vessels and the 
work must be done speedily under super- 
vision of canal authorities. 

Except by special arrangement, there 
shall not be at any time more than three 
war vessels of any one nation, including 
those of a.ies, in either terminal port or 
its adjacent territorial waters, or more 
than three such vessels in transit 
through the canal, or more than six 
at one time in all the territorial waters 
of the zone. 

When opposing belligerent ships are 
simultanéously present, the 24-hour rule 
of departure must be observed between 
them, order of departure to be deter- 
mined by order of arrival except where 
circumstances make extensions of stay 
permissible. 

Mast Promise to Obey Rules. 

A belligerent vessel must not leave 
within 24 hours after departure of an 
adversary’s private vessel. 

Passage through the canal only is to 
be accorded upon written assurance by 
commanders of the observance of regu- 
lations. Belligerents ships are not to 
revictual or take on Coal except as may 
be strictly necessary. 

Prizes of war are to be governed by 
the same rules. 


Three British Cruisers in 
Atlantic Near Panama Canal 
PANAMA, Nov. 14.—The British cruis- 
ers Berwick, Lancaster and Suffolk are

S. to Inquire Inte Neutrality Ob- 
servance in South America. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14—In an ef- 
fort to determine the extent to which 
neutrality laws, particularily with ;e- 
@pect to the use of wireless telegraphy, 
have been observed by South American 


countries, the State Department, it was 
announced today, has directed diplo- 
matie and consular officials in those 
countries to institute inquiries. 

Their reports are expected to disclose 
the foundation upon which rests the 
charge made by Britesh und French au- 
thorities, immediately after the naval 
battle off the Chilean coast, that Ger- 
man ships had received supplies and 
information from shore, in violation of 
neutrality laws, which enabled them to 
Soncentrate upon the British squadron. 
Colombia and Ecuador are the coun- 
tries which the allies biamed. 

Secretary Bryan said today the United 
States had been asked by the British 
and French Ambassadors to use its in- 
fluence ‘‘to insure strict enforcement 
of the rules of neutrality as announced 
by those governments.” 

While the British and French protests 
are understood to refer particularily to 
local laws on neutrality, it is certain 
these governments would welcome the 
extension to South American countries 
of rules adopted by the United States 
t® @nforce neutrality upon wireless tele- 
Graph stations.

A bank cannot pay checks 
with notes; it must pay them 
with cash, and, due to our fi- 
Nancial system, there have been 
times when the bank, though 
having the money, dared not 
lend it to anyone who could not 
pay it on demand. This meant 
that the money went to New 
York to be lent on the call 
money market, and the St. Louis 
borrower could not get the 
funds to which business condi- 
tions made him legitimately en- 
titled. If the bank lent this 
$10,000 for 60 days it knew that 
the money was tied up for that 
period of time. 

Under the Federal reserve act 
such a condition cannot exist. 
The man who comes with com- 
mercial paper asking for a loan, 
if he is a legitimate credit risk, 
will get accommodation, for, 
even though the note he gives 
is to run for 90 days, the bank 
knows it can take this note, in- 
dorse it on the back, carry it to 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis and turn it into cash. The 
commercial paper In the bank’s 
portfolio will be a secondary 
reserve, equivalent to cash. 

Banks in other countries have 
long had means of rediscounting

The St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank, 
One of the 12 similar Organizations 
founded in compliance with the new cur- 
rency law, will open for business in its 
temporary quarters on the fourth floor 
of the Boatmen’s Bank Building to- 
morrow. The banks in the other 11 
reserve centers will open at the same 
time. 

Former Mayor Rolla Wells will be gov- 
ernor and W. W. Hoxton, former man- 
ager of the St. Louis Clearing House, 
will be deputy governor. There are nine 
directors. 

For the present the Federal reserve 
banks will not exercise all of the func- 
tions given them by Congress. For the 
first few months, at least, only the fol- 
lowing operations will be undertaken: 

Acceptance of deposits of reserves 
from member banks. 

Discount of bills of exchange and com- 
mercial paper. | 
Acceptance. of deposits of checks 
crawn by member banks on any reserve 
bank or member bank in a reserve or 
central reserve city within their Fed- 
eral reserve districts. 


No Individual Deposits. 


Individuals will have no direct deal- 
ings with the Federal reserve bank. It 
will not receive individual deposits and 
its currency, when issued, will not be 
put in general circulation. 

The object in maintaining these banks || 
is primarily to make commercial paper |! 
the basis of the currency system and to | 
relieve a condition which heretofore has 
made it necessary for banks to send 
their surplus money to New York to be 
invested in the call r-oney market 
there. 

Another purpose of the system is 
to centralize the bank reserves so that 
they may be available for legitimate 
commercial uses in the districts where 
they were created. Under the old sys- 
tem banks were not permitted to hold al! 
of their reserves in their own vaults, 
but had to keep a portion of these re- 
serves on deposit in other banks. In 
many instances St. Louis banks kept 
portions of their reserves on deposit in 
New York, Chicago and other cities 
where they were not available for use 
in alding the commerce of St. Louts. 

All Banks Elicible. 

Under the new system all national 
banks must and State or private banks) 
may become member banks in the Fed- | 
eral reserve system. All such member | 
banks must deposit a certain percent- | 
age of their reserves with the district 
reserve bank every six months. 

The first work of the St. Louis bank 
will be to receive these deposits from its 
member banks. 

Under the new system a properly in- 
dorsed commercial note will be as good 
as a check tn drawing on these deposits. 
If a merchant wants to borrow money 
on his note for 60 or 9% days, the bank 
may lend him the money and at once 
send the note to the Federal reserve 
bank, where it will be cashed at a dis- 
count. 

This, it is belteved, will greatly fa- 
cilitate commercial transactions, which! g 
heretofore have been checked by the 
unwillingness of banks to loan money 
except on demand.

OLIVE AND 17TH 


Promoters Also Are Trying 
to Interest August Busch 
in the Block Bounded by 
Chestnut, Pine, Eighteenth 
and Seventeenth for Me- 
morial Hotel.

As' the first big purchase along the 
proposed central parkway, the Bushnell 
Seed Co. has acquired the northwest 
corner of Chestnut street and Jefferson 
avenue. 

William T. Mathews, president of the 
Mathews Real Estate Co., the promoter 
of the purchase, declined to disclose 
the amount paid. The vender was the 
Welfare Real Estate Co., composed of 
George W. Davis, and George T. Bu- 
deau and which bought the corner 
about a fortnight ago. 

The site, improved with stores, has 
a frontage of 32 feet on Chestnut street 
and 125 feet on Jefferson avenue. The 
depth extends 60 feet to an alley. 

The intersection of Chesthut street 
and Jefferson avenue will be one of the 
most important points on the Central 
Traffic Parkways. The purchase, whic. 
is the -key to tne situation, according 
to realty men, involves decided spec:i- 
lative advartages. 

The Bushnell-Pommer Co. 10 days ago 
also purchased, through the Holbrook- 
Blackwelder Real Estate Trust Co., a 
corner at Main and Olive streets. 

Hotel for Olive Street Proposed. 

The southwest corner of Olive and 
Seventeenth street, according to the 
W. W. Culver Real Estate Co., the 
owner, is under consideration for a site 
for a hotel structure. The prospective 
purchaser or lessee of the ground, it is 
understood, is the proprietor of a hotel 
on the north side of Market street. 

The Olive street corner, now virtually 
vacant, was transferred to the late W. 
W. Culver by Daniel Catlin in part 
payment for the northeast corner of 
Olive and Twelfth streets. 

Promoters have been trying to interest 
August A. Busch, president of the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association, in 
the vacant block, bounded by Chestnut, 
Pine, Eighteenth and Seventeenth 
streets as a site for the proposed Busch 
Memorial Hotel. This block will com- 
mand not only the plaza, but also Union 
Station. 

A junk yard now occupies the block, 
which is owned by the Eighteenth Street 
Realty Co., the president of which is 
Isaac H. Lionberger, who spoke against 
the parkway at the public hearing 
Thursday night. Incidentally the Lion- 
berger block will be subject to assess- 
ment on both Chestnut and Pine streets. 

With the completion of the parkway, 
the Lionberger block, according to real 
estate men, will be the most attractive 
site in downtown St. Louis for a hotel 
of the kind proposed by Busch. 

Pine street sites also are being codn- 
sidered for improvements of this char- 
acter. 

New Quarters Must Be Provided. 

New quarters must be provided for 
many stores, hotels and saloons, as well 
as for many families that must move. 

The north side of Chestnut street 
and the south side of Market street, 
if predictions are borne out, will be 
rebuilt on a scale commensurate with 
the parkway. Activity on Olive street 
as the result of the improvement will 
rival that on Pine street. 

The parkway, F. C. Bonsack, arch- 
Itect of the American Hotel, the 
Pierce Building and other large 
structures, declares would rejuve- 
mate St. Louis. He says the improve- 


ment is incalculable. He suggests a 


subway with North and South St. 
Louis extensions, and with East St. 
Louig branches that could be con-

PROTECTED FROM FLOODS 


Property in South End Drained 
by Big Sewer and Levee 
Keeps River Back. 


Rk. Vernon Clark, an East St. Louis 
real estate operator, who, in conjunc- 
tion with the East St. Louis Industrial 
League, a few weeks ago, brought about 
the establishment of the $60,000 plant of 
the Champion Feed Milling Co. of 
Lyons, Io., which is now under con- 
struction, in discussing the effect of the 
completion of the free bridge upon in- 
dustrial Fast St. Louis, said Saturday: 

“With the assurance that the eastern 
approaches to the free bridge are pro- 
vided for, considerable activity has de- 
veloped on the south side of East St. 
Louis. I have received more inquiries 
in the last few days for location in the 
vicinity of the free bridge than I have 
had during any similar period for the 
past six months. I am now negotiat- 
ing with two large lumber concerns and 
a large manufacturing company for lo- 
cations. The south end of East S8St. 
Louis has been comparatively dormant 
for several years, but we have estab- 
lished a gigantic outlet sewer which 
completely drains the area, and have 
protected it against high water by our 
$6,500,000 levee, and now the entire terri- 
tory can be utilized for industrial pur- 
poses. The free bridge approaches will 
result in a tremendous improvement in 
our railroad facilities in the south end 
and I look for big things to cccur in 
that part of the city. 

“East St. Louls secured a new plant 
in October, and a new plant in Novem- 
ber, and it is reasonable to assume we 
are going forward very rapidly from 
row on. General conditions in East St. 
Louis seem to be much more satisfac- 
tory than the conditions in many other 
cities of the same size.

While the quarantine order was 
in force on cattle, hogs and sheep, it in 
no way affected horses and mules, as 
these classes are immune to the foot and 
mouth disease. Receipts were of fairly 
generous volume, and trade, with a few 
exceptions, in no wise changed from the 
previous week. War horses continued in 
demand and were about the only kinds 
that found anything like a ready outlet. 
A few Pastern buyers were on the mar- 
ket cory in the period for good chunks 
and drafters, but even they were not in 
heavy demand.

Prices Not Likely to Decline. 

It is hardly possible to forecast open- 
ing prices for future trading. Curb 
trading is done at prices ranging from 
$7.50 to $7.60 for Decembers. Under the 
new system, which conforms to the Lev- 
er bill, short speculative selling is not 
attractive, as it involves the actual de- 
livery of the cotton or a prohibitive tax 
of $10 a bale. For this reason it is like- 
ly that there will be more buyers than 
sellers on hand at the opening of the 
market and prices are not likely to suf- 


er. 

Had the law makers wished to frame 
a bill to meet a price emergency such as 
has existed in the cotton market, they 
could not have done better than the 
Lever bill. Pending the opening of the 
future markets, trading has been a little 
slower than usual, but prices have not 
suffered. 

Cotton is selling close to 2 cents a 
pound over the lowest price, and hold- 
ers, firm in their ideas of pricé, are in- 
clined to store and hold unless their 
prices are accepted. Their position is 
much stronger than if the market had 
made a gradual decline, sagging from 
day to car. a condition that is the re- 
sult, usually, of lack of demand, This 
season the decline was precipitate: the 
worst was reached almost immediately, 
and it was plain to the dullest that noth- 
ing could be lost by holding. Banks and 
creditors of all kinds united in advising 
the farmer to hold his cotton. The re- 
sult is that probably 14,000,000 bales of 
this crop is worth $10 a bale more than 
would otherwise have been possible.

s below normal world requirements, 
and when this fact is coupled with 
the present disturbed political condi- 
dition of Burope, it presents a situ- 
ation almost without a parallel in 
the history of the grain trade. 

Wheat Crop Is Small. 

The 1914 wheat crop in the North- 
érn hemisphere is deticient in every 
country of surplus production save 
only the United States, and a similar 
shortage is evident in the aggregaté 
of wheat production in the import- 
ing countries. It ig algo evident tat 
the crops now ripening in Australia 
and Argentine and just starting in 
India will aggregate a contribution 
that must prove smaller than the nor- 
mal supply from that source. 

Under normal conditions of world 
trade the balance between wheat sup- 
ply and demand ig so nicely adjust- 
ed that the crop of every country and 
the local conditions influencing its 
harvest and distribution affect the 
price of wheat in every market of 
the world. The tremendous struggle 
now under way in Europe becomes a 
factor not only because of the waste 
of resources and the withdrawal of 
men from the cultivation of the land, 
but it has a still greater immediate 
effect through the violent disturb- 
ance of the ordinary channels of 
wheat distribution. Through the dis- 
location of commercial intercourse it

Hogan Says He Wanted to See 
for Himself Nature of 
Gatherings. 


PEACEABLE 
Police, on Hand to Preserve 
Order, Hear Economic Topics 
Discussed. 


SPEAKERS 


Judge Granville Hogan, whe Jast week 
fined four I W. W. workers each $25 
and costs for blocking the traffic and 
disturbing the peace at one of their 
meetings at Seventeenth and Market 
streets, attended the organization's 
open-air meeting at the same place last 
night. 

Judge Hogan said that he wanted to 
see for himself the nature of the meet- 
ings. After it was over he said he 
was satisfied that the meeting was 
peaceable in character, the speakers 
having discussed economic conditions in 
general, 

He said he had previously in the day 
told members of the organization that 
tomorrow he would release their four 
comrades from the workhouse. 

The I. W. W.’s announced that they 
will attend in a body tonight to hear 
Gustavus Tuckerman, secretary of the 
City Club, speak on ‘“‘Where Does God 
Come in?” at the Open Forum Hall, 928 
North Seventeenth strect. 

Another street meeting will be peld 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock on the court- 
house steps. 

The speakers at last night’s meeting 
spoke from a soap-box, placed five feet 
from the west side of Seventeenth 
street, 50 feet south of Market street. 
The crowd, which quickly gathered, 
reached, on the west side, to the pave- 
ment, and in a fan shape on the north 
and east sides for approximately 25 feet. 

Neither the street nor the sidewalk 
was blocked at any time. J. W. Kelly 
of the general executive board of the I. 
W. W., in opening his address, urged 
the spedkers to gather close to him. 

“We are rot here to violate any law, 
traffic or otherwise,” he said. 

Kelly made a general talk on econom- 
ic conditions, urging migratory work- 
ers to band together for mutual bene- 
fit and protection. 

Forest Edwards, one of the national 
organizers of the I. W. W., also spoke. 
Sergt. Henry Harrington, with several 
policemen, was on hand, but had noth- 
ing to say to the speakers. He said 
that just so long as they indulged in 
“no anarchistic talk,” or didn’t block 
the traffic, they could talk all that they 
Wanted to. 

Police Board Is Asked Who May 
Speak on the Streets. 

The following communication was sent 
yesterday to the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, signed by a number of citi- 
Zens: 

“St. Louis, Nov. 14, 1914. 
“To the Board of Police Commissioners: 


“The undersigned citizens respectful-f 


ly request your honorable board, in the 
interest of the public peace, to indicate 
at once the policy of the Police Depart- 
ment in relation to speaking on the 
public streets. 

“We believe that an immediatet state- 
ment of a fair policy in accordance with 
constitutional rights and the public con- 
venience in the use of the streets would 
Prevent further agitation and woul 
settle the present unfortunate and un- 
necessary controversy, — 

“We protest against apparent dis- 
crimination by patrolmen on the ground 
of the character of utterances by street 
speakers and we protest against long- 
continued discrimination by the Police 
Department. 

“We call to your attention the fact 
that the department has followed no 
fixed or consistent policy; that, while 
permitting the Salvation Army and the 
Volunteers of America to use the streets 
without interference. the department has 
prohibited street meetings of certain 
preachers; that, while the Equal Suf. 
frage League was permitted to hold 
noon meetings in a crowded district in 
the thick of traffic, that right is de- 
nied to political parties: and that while 
the I. W. W. are permitted to speak 
from the courthouse steps and at Four- 
teenth and Franklin avenue, yet they 
been prohibited elsewhere. 

“Discrimination in the enforcement 
of law breeds contempt of law and 
of the police and incites to violence 
and passion. Denial of Speech incites 
to violence of action. 

“It should be unnecessary to fight 


United States so long ago. We hold 
that there can and should be no ques- 
tion of right to hold street meetings 
of any character, by any organiza- 
tion or individual for any purpose 
whatever, restricted only by the un- 
disputed necessities of traffic, and 
the observance of the law as to t..e 
use of profane or inaecent language. 
Language calculated to incite to vio- 
lence is often urged as a just ground 
for suppressing a street meeting; but 
this is baseless, for no man can de- 
fine what language will incite to vio- 
lence until the violence actually 
takes place. 

“We urge upon you to prevent re- 
peating in St. Louis the farcica) per- 
formances in free speech fights else- 
where which have invariably result- 
ed im securing the right to hold or- 
derly street meetings of any char- 
acter; and which have invariably 
brought into public ridicule those in 
authority who have presumed % dis- 


ter of the utterance.

Lacking Railroad Fare, Young- 


Second Fire in 5 Months De- 
stroys Three Buildings; Fire- 
men Fight Flames for Hours. 


Three buildings and several thousand 
feet of lumber were destroyed in a fire 
which started at the Henry Quellmalz 
Lumber and Manufacturing Co. at the 
Iron Mountain tracks and Barton 
street, last night at 7 o'clock. 

Several thousand persons attracted 
by the flames which {flluminated the 
sky watched the fire for several hours 
until control of it was gained by the 
firemen. A general alarm had been 
turned ‘in. 

Henry Quellmalz, president and treas- 
urer of the company, said the loss was 
about $30,000. The storing shed, 80 by 
2 feet, and the factory, In which 
wagon and buggy stock is made, and 
the bollerhouse were destroyed. The 
storing shed and the factory were con- 
structed of wood. The boilerhouse was 
a two-story brick structure. 

The fire started at the extreme north- 
eastern corner of the plant. at the Wig- 
eins Ferry railroad tracks and Barton 
street. Despite the fact that Engine 
Company No. 11 is located at Bismarck 
and Barton streets, four blocks away, 
the fire gained great headway, burning 
200 feet west to the Iron Mountain 
tracks. 

The plant covers two and a half 
ucres, having a frontage of 300 feet on 
Barton street and running 600 feet 
alongside the Iron Mountain tracks. 

The company suffered a $15,000 loss 
about five months ago, when a fire 
started in the Keller-Tamm Manufac- 
turing Co., which adjoins the Quellmalz 
plant on the south, and spread to the 
lumber company’s property. Quellmalz 
said he carried insurance on the plant, 
but he could not tell what amount. 

The origin of the fire was not deter- 
mined, but firemen believed a spark 
from a passing locomotive caused It.

Comptroller Says Only 
$319,683,650 Issued Under 


New Act Is Outstanding. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Comptroller 
of the Currency John Skelton Williams 
announced tonight that’ the total 
amount of additional currency actually 
issued under the Aldrich-Vreeland act 
at the close of business today was 
$377,912,199. Of this amount, $58,228,540 
has been retired, leaving $319,683,650 
outstanding. 

The currency presented for retirement 
was received principally from New 
York.

WHITE LEGRORNS 
SMASH RECORD IN 
LAYING CONTEST 


Previous Showings. at Mountain 
Grove Already Surpassed a 
Month Before ‘‘Time-Up.” 


By T. E. QUISENBERRY. 


Ditector Missouri State Poultry Ex-~- 
periment Station at Mountain Grove. 

The tremendous interest which has 
been manifested and the attention given 
by breeders everywhere during the past 
few years to selection and breeding for 
egg production is responsible, in our 
opinion, for the great showing being 
made by 1000 hens in the national egg- 
laying contest at the Missouri State 
Poultry Experiment Station. Previous 
records are already broken and it seems 
that a beautiful white Leghorn hen from 
Nebraska is almost certain to beat the 
record, made by the famous hen Lady 
Showyou, of 281 eggs. 

The pen record already has been beat- 
en by 181 eggs, and we have one montana 
yet before the contest closes. This rec- 
ord is made by the English white Leg- 
horns. A Barred Rock from Iowa, a 
white Wyandotte from Pennsylvania 
and a black Orpington from Nebraska 
have already surpassed any record made 
by those varieties in any of our pre- 
vious contests. A hen from New Zea- 
land is among the nine highest hens. 
The average number of eggs laid by 
each hen for the 11 months is 156. 

How Hens Were Housed and Fed. 

The hens have all been housed in 
fool-proof shutter front poultry houses. 
Each house is 8x12 feet, with a parti- 
tion in the center and 10 hens on each 
side. The method of feeding is as fol- 
lows: 

Equal parts of corn and wheat in 
spring and fall. Two parts corn and 
one part wheat in winter months, and 
one part corn chop and two parts whea: 
in the hot summer weather. Ground 
oats were fed In a hopper to take the 
place of the dry mash usually used. The 
oats were prepared by running them 
through an ordinary feed mill, hull and 
all. With each hundred pounds of oats 
we mixed 10 pounds of dry beef scraps, 
one pound of ground charcoal and one 
pound of salt, free from lumps. When 
sour milk, buttermilk or separated milk 
is available, we use that and prefer it 
to beef scraps. If the ground oats are 
not available, we use equal! parts of 
wheat bran, shorts or middliings and 
corn meal with the beef scraps, char- 
coal, oyster shell and salt as stated. 
The ground feed is kept before the hens 
at all times. The grain is fed in a six- 
inch litter in the following quantities: 

Each morning one pint to 10 hens, and 
at night one and a half pints to 10 hens 
Provide some green food, and keep the 
yards sweet by cultivation. We have 
grit, oyster shell and fresh water al- 
ways before the hens. Each afternoon 
we give the hens a moistened mash, all 
trey will eat in 30 minutes. Use the 
corn meal, bran and middlings for this 
purpose, and moisten it with milk or 
water. This is an important part of ths 
rations for laying hens. 

A Ration for Breeding Stock. 

For breeding stock we would recom- 
mend a ration composed principally of 
corn, wheat and oats, and no mash or 
beef scraps. Provide plenty of green 
food and compel the ‘breeders to take 
plenty of exercise. This will enable 
you to get eggs which are fertile and 
which will hatch’ strong, vigorous 
ehicks that will live. 

The Barred Plymouth Rock hen men- 
tioned is a well-marked specimen. This 
is another point in favor of trying to 
breed good colored and shaped birds 
and combining in them the qualities of 
¢gg procuction. The highest pens of 10 
hens for 11 months follow: 

C. White Leghorns, England, 
2251 eggs.

A great many amateur poultry raisers 
in St. Louis would like to exhibit their 
birds, but do not know how to prepare 
the fowls for exhibition. An article on 
how to prepare poultry for the show 
would be appreciated by a great many 
of us.—-E. W. W., St. Louis. 

T. M. Campbell, an experienced poul- 
try judge of Darlington, Ind., has writ- 
ten comprehensively on this subject. He 
says “right now” is always the best 
time to begin the preparation of poultry 
for exhibition. Plenty of exercise, espe- 
clally two weeks before showing, is es- 
sential. Too much exposure to sun or 
rain should be avoided, as this chaps, 
blisters or changes the color of the ear- 
lobes or combs. Lice should not be tol- 
erated. Precaution should be taken to 
avoid fighting among moulting flocks. 
Sunflower seed, flaxseed or ofl meal, fed 
in small quantities, give gloss to the 
plumage. The birds’ legs should be 
washed frequently with hot water and 
soap, and carbolated vaseline applied 
about every other day. Do not try to 
pick off any scales; nature will do that.

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BE AM “TIRED. “OF “SELFISH VIRTUE 


By PRESIDENT WOODROW WILSON 


WONDER if we attach sufficient importance to Christi- 
| anity as a mere instrumentality in the life of mankind. 
For one I am not fond of thinking of Christianity as a 

means of saving individuals souls. I have always been very 
impatient of processes and institutions which sard that their 
purpose was to put every an in the way of devcloping his 
character. My advice is, don’t think about your character. 
If you will think about what you ought to do for other people, 
your eharacter will take care of itself. Character is a by- 

_ product and any man who devotes himself to its cultivation 
in his own case will become a selfish prig. The only way 
your powers can become great is by exerting them outside 
the circle of your own narrew, special, selfish interests. 

That is the lesson of Christianity. Christ came into the 
world to save others, not to save himself. And no man is a 
irue Christian who does not think constantly of how he can 
lift his brother, how he can assist his friend, how he can en- 
lighten mankind, how he can make virtue the rule of conduct 
in the circle in which he lives. 

I remember hearing a very wise man say once, a man 
high up in the service of a great church, that he had never 
iaught his son religion dogmatically at any time. that he and 
the boy’s mother had agreed that if the atmosphere of the 
home did not make a Christian of the boy, nothing that they 
could say would make a Christian of him. If they did have 
Christianity it would penetrate while the boy slept, almost 
while he was unconsciors of the sweet influences that wer? 
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Don't think about pow character if you want to gain one—Heip other people. A 
recipe for real Christianity propounded by the President in his remarkable ad- 
dress at the Young Men’s Christian Association celebration in Pittsburg recently.

It is the duty of young men not only to combine for the 
things that are good, but to combine in a militant spirit. In 
u fine prose. passage Milton says that he has no patience with 
a cloistered virtue, that does not go out and seek its adversary. 
How tired | am of the man whose virtue is selfish, because it 
is merely self-protecting, and how muich I wish that men by 
the hundred thousand might volunteer to go out and seek the 
udversary and subdue him. 

I have had to take part in affairs of a considerable va- 
riety of sorts, and I try to hate as few persons as possible. 
But | have a hate for a particular sort of person, and that is 
the moral coward. I wish we could give all our cowards a 
perpetual vacation. They do nothing but harm, and they do 
it by that most subtle and fatal thing of aH, by taking the . 
momentum and the spirit and the forward dash out of things. 
And a man who is virtuous and a coward has no marketable 
virtue about him. 

So, that I say, be militant; be an organization that is going 
to'do things. If you can find older men who will give you 
countenance and acceptable leadership, follow them. But if 
you cannot, organize separately and dispense with them. 
There are only two’sorts of men worth associating with when 
something is to be done; these are young men and the men

I have compared notes a good deal, and the other night when five or 
six men were talking together in one room after dinner and the Home 
Truth supply was across the hall in another, a number of things came out.

If a man is reatly trying to do things and do 
them well all day, and a rather unkind, unjust, or

York is that of Mrs. “.aura Wagner, a teacher in the 
Tottenville High School, who is leading the fight against 
the New York School Board to annul its rule against 
the right of motherhood on the part of married women 
school teachers. 

Mrs. Wagner placed herself in the hands of physi- 
cians at the Jewish hospital on the night of Sept. 30, 
and received the first injection of scopolamin at 11 p. m. 
At 1 o'clock on the morning of Oct. 1 she gave birth to 
a healthy, six-pound son. She slept throughout the or- 
deal and awakened several hours later to find her child 
in her arms. 

Only 16 hours afterwards, with the permission of her 
physicians, she received a reporter in her ward at the 
hospital and dictated a fiery interview in defiance of the 
Board of Education. ‘She declared she would force the 
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abroad for their confinements. The treatments at the 
Jewish hospital are under the direction of a physician 
who studied with Kroenig and Gauss at Freiburg.

In the wards of the hospital are everywhere smiling, 
pink-cheeked mothers who tell of their wonderful escape 
from suffering and their subsequent strength. “I didn’t 
know my ordeal was over until five hours after,” con- 
fessed one young woman, and added, pouting a little: 
“Everybody in my family knéw about it before I did.” 

In confirmation of the testimony of the mothers, phy- 
sicians at the Jewish hospital, some of them doubtful 
in the: beginning, are now enthusiastic 

“At first I was skeptical,” one. of them’ admits, “but 
experience has convinced me that the value of the new 
treatment is unquestionable. It ig an especial sal- 
vation for the woman with a highly strung, nervous 
temperament or a weak heart.” 

“To make the treatment a success enough scopolamin 
must be given to banish subjective pain: yet too much 
means that progress stops,” said another doctor at the 
hospital. “And the dosage differs with the patient. 
Some women need an injection every half hour. Some 
can go an hour or even two hours without a repetition 
of the dose. The one sure test is the test of memory. 

“In the ‘twilight sleep’ a woman is in a state of semi- 
consciousness. If spoken to she will. answer. The 
doctor shows her a book, a glass of water, any small 
object. Ten minutes later he asks her quietly what 
she saw. If she can’t remember or replies at random, 
she is still under the influence of the preceding in- 
jection. If she remembers, she needs another dose. 

“In the 250 cases here at the hospital we have had 
not one failure im the sense that the treatment injured 
mother or child in any way. In a small number of 
cases, most of them at the very beginning, when our 
technique was less sure, the mother did not respond to 
the opiate. There are no 100 per cent successes in 
medicine. But ‘twilight sleep’ comes as near as pos- 
ai le to being a perfectly successful treatment. 

‘Out of all our cases we have had to operate on but

Ngovi. Col. Jones’ own story of “Our First Gorilla,” 
told in excerpts taken from his letter, is as follows:

T last the guide whispered “engenie,” 
which means gorilla. A moment @ater 
the dogs caught the scent. I unleashed 
them ahd they dashed away into the 
jungle, barking like mad. The guide 
preceded us, cutting a way through the 
brush with his machete, a two-foot 

cleaver. Soon I heard a terrific cgmmotion about 200 
yards ahead, and knew the ‘dogs had caught up with 
their quarry. I attempted to run past the guide so as 
to reach the scene, but can you imagine what an African 
jungle is? It appeared that every tree, every vine, every 
reed, was armed with cat’s claws, the claws of a wildcat 
at that. There were bogholes and swamps and fallen 
timbers. Often one would go to his. knees in mud. 

Again and again we came almost up to the dogs, 
only to have them fly forward in the chase. The cli- 
mate here, only two degrees from the equator, is like a 
bakeoven, and perspiration was pouring from every inch 
of our bodies. 


the gorilla had taken refuge, it uttered an unearthly 
yell which resounded through the forest. Then it ran 
up above a great dead limb and holding to another 
branch with its paws, jumped up and down on the dead 
limb until it broke loose and came crashing down, right 
between Means and myself. Thereafter we stood clear 
of the tree and held the dogs back out of danger. 

A moment later the beast, as if in chagrin at its 
failure to crush us with its missileof dead wood, set off 
through the tree tops, high i the air, at a rate of 
about a mile an-hour. All of our party, with the rest 
of the dogs, 17 in all, had now come up. We followed 
the gorilla through the woods, photographing its amaz- 
ing leaps and arboreal athletics and listening to its 
shrill and blood-curdling screams of fury and terror. 

We were hopeful of @eatching the gorilla alive, and 
had brougkt up our ropes, chains and tree-climbing 
stickers. But the animal kepé far too high in the air 
for us to use these methods. Then Means thought of 
a way to bring it down within reach. He took aim at 
the limb on which the animal stood and fired. The 
heavy express bullet struck the branch with such vio- 
lence that the gorilla’s feet were for a moment para - 
lyzed. 

It lost its hold and tumbled from its perch. “Stand 
from under!” shouted Means, expecting the great ape 
to fall to the ground. But no! With a leap like that 
of an actor on the flying trapeze, it caught a limb with 
its left paw after dropping 30 feet, and such was the 
momentum of the great body, and so mighty the muscular 
power of its arm and shoulder, that it swung in a com- 
plete circle around the branch. without losing its grasp. 
There the beast hung, shrieking down at us in its 
rage and hatred. 

Crash! A bullet smashed into that Iimb, also, and the 
huge hand was jarred loose.

any other single factor, the German Emperor relies for resources with which to beat 
down the seven-fold alliance of enemies who are at his throat. 

Only 28 years of age, untitled, without even a vote, Frau von Bohien—to give her name 
the shortened form often employed—wields in the present war, despite her almost cloistered 
personal life, a power comparable to that of Empresses on the throne, like the Catherines of 
Rassia and France. 

The guns before which great fortresses in Belgium crumpled like edifices of cards; the field 
artillery with which the Germans swept back the allies in France and the Russians in 
Poland; the submarines which’are preying on the British navy; the steel rails over which 
took place the miracle of German mobilization; in short, practically everything made of steel 
in the equipment of the German army was manufactured at the Krupp mills. 

The kingdom over which this young woman rules with absolute sway has risen to the 
dignity of being considered an international menace. Political philosophers, using Krupp’s 
as a horrible example, have exclaimed upon the peril of permitting the manufacture of arms 
to be in private hands. The allies have proclaimed as one of the chief purposes of the war 
that of razing the Krupp works t the ground. Essen would be vulnerable, too, should the 
allies ever be able to ifivade Germany. It lies only 50 miles east of the Belgian frontier, on 
the main railroad to Berlin. Sc far as was known at the beginning of the war, neither the 
factories nor the city are fortified. No doubt the enemies of Germany would be almost’ as 
triumphant over the capture of Essen as they would over the capitulation of Berlin.

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The marriage of an heiress to so immense a for- 
tune und, more important than this, to Europe’s 
greatest dynasty of gun makers, was a matter of 
stirring interest to German statecraft.

it has been reported, tried his hand 
as matchmaker and brought forward 
sundry Princes and high army officers 
for Fraulein Krupp’s inspection. But 
his efforts were without avail, for the 
heiress made a marriage of love, giv- 
ing her hand and her fortune to a 
comparatively penniless young man 
in the Prussian diplomatic service—

It was along about this time that the affair of young 
Mr. Kibby was finished.

Charles Frohman, the impresario, was the first mag- 
nate to see real possibflities in the Pajama Girl.

She became not only the Peter Pan 
of the British company, but she be- 
came practically the ward of Barrie.. 
Gossip said they were betrothed. Bar- 
rie had recently divorced his wife. 
Whether it was only gossip will never 
be known, but the marriage never 
took place. 


London found Polly an ideal Peter 
Pan. The slim, golden-hair, child- 
like. actress fitted in the part ex- 
actly. She achieved great popularity 
in London in less time than any wom- 
an since the days of Edna May. When 
a theatrical paper conducted a voting 
contest to determine “the smartest 
woman of the season,” she was second 
only to Lilly Langtry. , 


Barrie was so delighted with he 
success that he wrote “Pantaloon” 
especially for her. In 1910 Frohman 
brought her back to the United States 
in “Our Miss Gibbs,” in which she 
again appeared in pink pajamas, al- 
though by this time pajama-clad girls 
were sO numerous one more or less 
couldn’t excite any enthusiasm. 


Her rumored engagement with 
young Cannon was talked about around 
New York several months, but nothing 
came of it. Her engagement with Dow 
was announced and the marriage was 
looked forward to, but finally the 
actress announced the engagement was 
broken. She explained that she and 
the millionaire manufacturer had 
agreed they were not properly suited 
to each other. , 

““Mr. Dow and I are good friends,” 
she added, “but I wotild not marry the 
President of the United States.” 


Rumors that she was engaged ‘to 
Limpus, a London publisher, quickly 
followed’ her advent into the British 
capital, but they never were verified.

The one thing 
that deems clear is 
that ever since her salad days, Pauline has endured 
the society only of men who were generally considered 
worth while. She has been betrothed to rich men, 
men of genius, men of business, popular heroes, society 
men, all of them men of some position in the world. 
If all the scalps are actually hanging at her belt that 
gossip reports she has lifted, she might have been the 
wife of any one of a half-dozen of men who could have 
made her-high social situation secure. When she broke 
with Grahame-White she is said to have made a remark 
that is charming for its candor, at least. 

“After knowing Mr. Grahame-White well,” she was 
quoted, “I concluded that he could not compensate me 
for retiring from the staze.”’ 

Yet only a few months before, when the glamour 
of the engagement was yet new, she was quoted as 
saying: ‘Yes, it’s true, and I'm very happy. We will 
be married next spring in London.” ; 

It has been a long time since her mother’s watchful 
duennaship expired, but Pauline was never the kind 
of girl who really needed a chaperon. In private life 
she has always remained a charming, demure, sensible 
woman, who was careful to seek the right kind of 
friendships.

of this errant warship have but one 

precedent in modern history and that 

was furnished by the Confederate cruiser 

Alabama in our own Civil War; but one 
is also reminded of the Elizabethan days when tone 
English privateers harried the Spanish Main, preying 
upon gold-laden gallcons. 

Like the Water Witch in Cooper’s tale, the Emden has 
flitted almost at will through unfriendly waters, with 
scores of hostile ships seeking to destroy her. By the 
time this is published she may have been cornered and 
sent to Davy Jones; but nothing can take away from 
her the fame she has already won. 

She has gone into harbors and under the noses 0} 
her enemies’ warships she has destroyed merchantmen 
She has impudently steamed past powerful land fortifi- 
cations and thrown shells into them by way of showing 
her contempt. She has slipped out of the nowhere to 
bombard a city and gone back into the nowhere again. 

More ‘than 70 British; French and Japanese warships 
have scoured the Indian Ocean in search for her. Yet 
for weeks and weeks the pursuers found her a true 
will-o’-the-wisp—a. will-o’-the-wisp, be it understood, with 
a deadly sting for the person who ‘might succeed in 
getting her cornered. 

The Emden is not a big boat, as modern battleships 
go. She is only of 3600 tons displacement and 398 feet 
‘im her greatest length. She has 10 4inch guns and 
eight 5-pounders, four machine guns in the fighting 
tops and two submerged torpedo tubes; but she has an 
‘average speed of 24% knots an hour and, in an emer- 
gency, can make 27. 

It is this speed, coupled with the audacity and@®ec- 
sourcefulness of her commanders, which explains a 
great part of the story. The Emden know she could 


show her heels to any larger warship then in Eastern ~ 


waters. She could always decide whether to fight a 
superior foree or run away. If it should come to fight- 
ing an equal or inferior force—well, the Emden had 10 
perfectly good cannon with men who knew how to use 
them. 

By Oct. 29 the Emden had destroyed or captured 17 
British merchant vessels, a Japanese trade steamer, a 
Russian steamer and a French destroyer. Most of these 
vessels were sunk. Some of them had been sent to 
German ports as -prizes. The Emden has taken what 
' coal and ‘supplies she nee‘ted from her captives, one of 
them being :a collier which the Emden kept with her 
until its cargo had been exhausted. 

In some marvélous way the Emden seems to have 
been kept continually advised as to the movements of 
opposing warships and trade steamers. It is supposed 
that she is being served by German spies, in many 
ports, who use the wireless. It is highly probable, how- 
ever, that for the most part she has simply gone to 
the cross roads to await the first adventure that might 
come along. 

Her mission is simply to do all she can to destroy 
the commerce of the allies. Her officers probably real- 
ized from the first that a day of retribution must come, 
-gooner or later; but, before it came, they grimly de- 
termined to exact a goodly price. One of these days 
the Emden is bound to be cornered by a superior force 
or perhaps sighted by a big battle cruiser which can 
run as fast as she and pound her to pieces with its 
bigger guns before the Emden can counter with a 
single effective shot. But she will have extorted pay- 
ment many times in excess of her value.

a rain of shells. Similar use bas been made of the heavier-than-air 
machines by the French and English. 

Various means of signvaling are used. Wireless telegraphy has 
been tried, though not with much success so far. For a time the 
French dropped marked cards, showing the spot where each shell 
was failing, and thus correcting the aim of the gunners. But the 
most effective method yet devised is that invented and perfected 
by James Means of Boston, whose smoke “telegraph,” was adopted 
by France a year or so ago. 

The Means device is of the utmost simplicity, consisting merely 
of a chamber filled with lampblack through which is made to pass, 
+-. the will of the operator, blasts from the exhaust of the engine. 
These blasts are controlled by a Wire leading from a spring valve 
which allows the blasts to be made long or short, thus forming 
the dots and dashes. of the telegraphic code employed. Experiments 
have shown that these smoke signals are visible, in clear weather, 
at a distance of seven or eight miles—the extreme limit of artillery 
fire on land. An observer with glasses at the battery, therefore, 
may learn from the guiding aeroplane, inside of a few seconds, of 
the effect of each shell, and anproximately the place where it falls. 

One of the necessities of modern warfare is the masking of forces 
from the enemy’s artil'ery, aud this is made extremely difficult when 
aeroplanes are used. Thus far neither side has been able to secure 
undisputed control of the air, and each has suffered from the effect 
of hostile machines in directing artillery fire. Both forces, for this

APT. JAMES CAMPBELL BESLEY, Britisher, 
geographer and traveler, is back in the United 
States with a wonder-tale from the heart of 
South: America and a pack-load of moving pic- 
ture films of that amazing and mysterious land. He 
has fought and rafted and mapped 
his way across the mighty continent. 
He has set foot where no white man 
has ever been before. He has 
brought back the first news of the 
fate of two lost American explorers, 
Cromer and Seljan. 

He has crossed and mapped the 
Pampa del Sacramento, traced it to 
a vast plain in Northern Peru 
watered by three confluents of the 
Amazon, at the near side of the~ 
towering Andes. He brings material 
for a dozen books and pictures such 
as men have never seen before; but 
more than that—he has discovered 
the true source of the mighty stream, 
in Peru, whence it traverses the en- 
tire width of Brazil and empties 
into the Atlantic Ocean by a mouth 
180 mites wide, after a journey 
through the tangled jungie of more 
than 4000 mites. 

Capt. Besley has set down here 
the details of his discovery, which is 
but a fragment of all that he has 
accomplished in the year and a half 
he has been away.

E lived on whistling 
monkeys and boiled 
green bananas. 
When all our bak- 
ing powder was 
lost in an upset 
in the rapids, we 

managed to make bread out of our 
few last pounds of flour by using 
seidlitz powders to raise it.

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Our party left New York in June, 1913. We hit South 
America, by way of Panama, at Lima, Peru, on the 
west coast. We were all soft and needed breaking in 
for the work in hand—exploring the-unknown regions 
at the headwaters of the Amazon and taking moving 
pictures of Inca cities which I had discovered there 
on a previous visit, pictures of Indian life and the wild 
game of South America. So I started them off for the 
Canchamayo district, a veritable fever hole, the worst 
plaee one ever saw, to get them acclimated. One’s blood — 
rots there; the uta flies are awful and “espundia,” a~ 
disease which brings out pustulent gatherings on the , 
bones as big and as red as tomatoes, gets pretty nearly 
every white man.

Anderson, Reginald Leonard, G. H. Henderson, Arthur 
Glaid, F. C. Coats, Dr. Julio C. Tello, J. W. Dunn and 
myself. When we finished at Para, at the Amazon’ 
mouth, there were four—Holbrook, Dunn, Coats an:

‘PEN PICTURE* OF “THE ‘MODERN BATTLEFIELD 


OST newspaper readers understand in a general 
way that modern warfare is rarely a matter 

J of the shock and charge of men across a 
stricken field, yet the following picture will reveal what 
a@ general engagement of today is better than nearly any-

FRENCH painter of war pictures has de- 
scribed a inodern battle as ‘‘a landscape 
with puffs of smoke.” 

That is not merely an epigram.. It is a 
description. which all who have watched 
battles will admit to be very often exact. 

Very often the eye can ‘see nothing un- 

-ustial. in the landscape except those little white cloud- 
balls far off which’ stiow where’ shelig are bursting. 
Even with a good glass the field. must. be studied very 
_ intently before any further signs Of, battle | reveal ‘them- 
' selves. 

The enemy’s guns are hidden... They may be over ‘the 
brow of that range of low hills or they may be screened 
by those woodlands ‘along the river.. Probably our own 
side’s guns are out of sight, too. The troops are snug 
in their trenches—unless it is wet, poor beggars; when 
“snug’’ is the wrong word! Now and again you may see 
lines of what seem to be ants in. wovement. Or perhaps 
there is a sudden sturry of hundreds of _black dots on 
hillsides. as if you had poked up the ant- heap. with a 
tick. Put of what, I am sure, is still the popular idea 
fa batile you can find no trace.

Behind the actual front, however, behind the firing 
fine, there is a great deal to be seen. Here, behind the 
scenes, as it were, you realize the enormous complica- 
tions of the machinery which wins battles and the need 
for having it as near perfection as possible... You may 
have the best guns in the world, but they are useless if 
you lack horses to drag them. Your soldiers may be 
the most courageous and most aptly trained, but unless 
you feed them regularly and well, unless you give them 
rest, they will fail you. Further than this, all move- 
ments must be timed exactly, all routes must be care- 
fully plantfed. You must not have two regiments, one 
advancing, one retiring, both trying to use the same 
road. 

Come, then, behind the scenes. 

Here close by, to begin with, is a big group of arti!- 
lery horses; all standing quiet while their batteries. are 
in action. A little further on we come to a long am- 


munition column waiting by the roadside, wagon after 
wagon packed with shells; they seem endless. Then a 
village full of soldiers. Soldiers strolling about. Soldiers 
in the doors of the houses, soldiers picking apples, any 
number of-soldiers asleep. There is one writing a letter 
on a flat-stone. There are several washing their clothes 
in the stream. There are three playing cards. : 

In the shade of a high wall one man is shaving an- 
Gther, while a third, who has just been shaved, is wash- 
ing. his head in a bucket. There are actually two or 
three angling. The passion of Frenchmen for the art 
misealled gentle is amazing. I belfeve if the Last Trump 
sounded at 10 and the Last Judgment were tjmed for 
noon that mahy of them would spend the interva) fish- 
ing in the nearest stream. 

Now we meet another very long column of wagons, all 
motor ,;wagons, these: At a certain point they halt and 
separate. Some. are full of meat, whole -carcasses of 
sheep-and- oxen. Some are packed. ‘vith round, flat 
loaves. of bread, “nearly two feet across. They. are 
taking the troeps their rations. Savory . messes will 
‘soon be sending up ‘fragrant steam: frem hundreds of 
cooking .pots ‘over camp fires. 

‘There is, by the way, no “encampinhg” tor. the Frencb 
army in the strict sense. They do not carry tents; at all 


‘events: I bave not come across any. After dark I have 


‘geen in the-shine of the motor headlights men sleeping 
along the teadside by the thousand, or against stacks of 
wheat in stubble fields. After dark, too, you see the 
tired men coming from the trenches, when fresh troops, 
those whom we saw in the village, have gone forward 
to creep into their places. 

And it is at this hour, the hour when, in ordinary 
times men cease from their labor and go to their homes, 
that the pity and -waste of war smite upon the imagina- 
tion with most poigpant force. fight warms the 
blood, brings out all the red-eorpusele qualities. But 
there is nothing to warm or stir a man -who is taking 
up his position in a trench at nightfall with the knowl- 
edge that the enemy will probably make an attack (it is 
his favorite practice) just before dawn, when vitality is 
at its lowest ebb. 

It is now that there is most to see of the battle. 
Flashes are frequent away over those farther hills, Burn- 
ing stacks or houses patch the darkness with crimson 
In the encampments the fires blaze up cheerfully. But 
[ have lost the zest of it. 


and bigger. Now a foot wide; now two feet. Soon a 
sizeable stream, as it picked up the seepage from the 
melting snows of the mountains. And all the time 
it kept in the way we wanted, in the direction of the 
Amazon, 2000 miles away.

‘ar the Bolivian border. Close at hand are the Vil- 
nota Mountains. Squires, of course, put it in the 
ne general location as we did, and perhaps he even 
ne to the spot where we found the waters dividing; 
- he puts it 15 miles away. Thig may have been 
rely a mistake in latitude and longitude on his part. 
tut there will be no mistaking it again. We put up 
ofty monument of stones to mark the spot should 
7 again a traveler come that way. It is the Amazon's 
beginning. 
‘e worked our way back to the coast at Lima again, 
y to take up more of the work in the exploration of 
Pama del Sacramento for the Peruvian Geographical 
ty and the hunt for the missing explorers Cromer 
Seljan, at the request of the then American Min- 
to Peru, Henry Clay Howard. These intrepid men 
rone into the jungle depths poorly fitted oft as to 
and equipment. Mere rumors had come out of 
“Iderness that they were dead; but no one knew 
re and so we were commissioned to find them, if 
ald. 
did. We came across the bones of two in the 
/They had been murdered by their men, 500 miles 
elp; 10,000 miles from home. 
g in from Cerro de Pasco, we packed the outfit 
to San Juan de Cocheu. There we sent the ani- 
ick and plunged into the jungle, striking straight 
country to the head waters of Huallaga River, 
with the Maranon and the Ucayali, form a far 
u tributary of the Amazon. ‘This was the country 
p to explore for the Peruvian Geographical So- 


we crossed the Pampa and found it sparcely 
i with hostiles—the Conibas and the Cacachi- 
ny a brush we had-with them and at last we 


got wind that it was they who had last seen Cromer 
and Seljan alive. We spread the word around among 
the Indians that there was a big reward for their res- 
cue or for real news of them. Finally: we met a couple 
of porters who had been with them. They agreed to 
lead us into the bush where some trace of the-party 
of four white men might be found. 

It is impossible to move in that jungle without the 
machete, but with its use an experienced explorer can 
make from two to three leagues a day right through 
the virgin growth. We followed the old trocha, or trail, 
by means of the new growth and at last there came the 
day when we were at the end of it—-all was old growth 
aheads We knew the white men must be there, or what 
was left of them. 

We sensed something in the air, too, because our ;In- 
dians were uneasy and had tried to escape. But we 
clasped their hands around saplings at night and put 
a guard over them beside, and they had to stay along. 
Next we ran across a girl, Juliana. She came from the 
Maranon country and had been traded off as a slave and 
a guide. — 

“Yes,” she told me in her native dialect, “I was with 
the white men at Geleche. Seljan ran out of grub— 
he was eating snakes and monkeys and we were all bad 
off—ugh! One night I was in the woods; a bear, he 
tree me, and I stay there all the night. While I was 
there I hear two shots far off and then all still. In the 
morning the bear he go and [I hurry back. No one there. 
I go home.” 

I could guess the rest, Cromer and Seljan had been 
murdered right in thatis ‘Spot where the trocha ended, 
and by their own native men. And sure enough, I was 
right. We went scuffing all about the bush thereabouts 
and in half an hour or so I heard a shout from Dunn— 
he had found what we were all looking for. 

There they lay, mute evidences of savage treachery, 
the fast-rotting skeletons of two men. Plainly white 
men, too, we could tell. So we buried them there where 
they fell, two more victims of the white man’s cease- 
less efforts to set foot on every inch of this planet. But 
of the two who went along we could find nothing. Their 
fate will ever be one of the secrets of the morass ane 
jungle of that inhospitable land. 

It was time for us to come home; but before we had 
fairly started for the nearest navigable tributary of the 
Amazon which was to carry us to the mightier river 
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and finally to the Atlantic we were in for as pretty a 
fight as ever I want to see. Only our dogs saved us. 
On .going into camp at night we always sent out our 
dogs to scout around—the savages killed our best and 
truest. On this particular day all the dogs were ex- 
ceedingly restive and finally on the breeze we caught 
the faint sounds of tom- toms beaten afar off. 

wi, 2 hop! ” | commanded, “as fast as you can; it’s the 
hostiles.”’ 

All hands fell to with a will, the native porters work- 
ing harder than the rest of us, for they knew what was 
in store for them in case we lost the scrap--they’d be 
boiled and eaten! You may be sure it didn’t take us 
long to throw up as pretty a little barricade of chopped- 
down trees as ever a man could wish, and a ee 
roundabouts to get a clear field of fire. 

On they came, creeping on their bellies hieniatl the 
jungie. We could hear them faintly, as we lay behind 
our tree trunks, every man with a repeating rifle in 
his hand and plenty of ammunition at his elbow. An 
arrow was our first warning; then another and another, 
coming from out the tropic undergrowth. Then they 
came in flights, and one pinked poor Henderson—he 
lingered for weeks before he died. 

A blaze of bullets was our answer. Twenty savages 
charged. We peppered away at close range. From the 
yells and screams ot the savages we knew we were get- 
ting them. We would have been shot if we hadn’t. “We 
fought till dark and then the survivors skulked away 
for reinforcements. We went out to view our after- 
noon’s work. From 40 to 50 dead bodies attested the 
accuracy ef our fire. They had taken their wounded 
along. 

Very promptly we started in the opposite direction; 
it was anything to gain the river, to get something be- 
tween us and the savages. Finally we made the Hual- 
laga River next morning at 11 o'clock and were safe. 

We had been in that awful country eight months. We 
started our first raft and rafted it down the Huallaga 
until we came into the Ucayali. We passed through 
the nerve-racking Chapaja Rapids in safety and rafted 
in all 900 miles until we reached Iquitos, 2000 miles 
from the Atlantic. Even here the river is so great that 
ocean steamers come all this way. Farther along it is 
plain sailing, and where the Ucayali joins the Putamayo 
the main body of the Amazon opens out on its way 
due east through Brazil to the sea.

In broken En- 
glish he told us that he lived two days’ journey away, 
and having heard of our arrival, had come to ask us 
to free his country from a plague of gorillas. 

The French Government, he said, had disarmed the 
natives, and the gorillas, not having been shot at for 
some years, had become very numerous and bold, de- 
stroying the banana trees and.taking possession of the 
water holes. ‘The negro’s message was like a trumpet 
to our ears, and early the next morning we set off with 
him towards Lake Ngovi. 

Arriving at its shore, we met a Frenchman, named 
Vuilez, who informed us, much to our delight, that 
gorillas often raided his well during the dry season, 
and that one of them, not long ago, had slipped into the 
well and drowned.

This has never been 
published. They add that 
Newman may be believed in 
his statement that his pic- 
tures of the chief sanctuary 
of Islam are the first ever 
presented to the world. 
Last summer Newman, 
‘with his photegraphic ap- 
paratus concealed in a

Still another reproduced 
the great tent city in 
whieh the hundreds of 
thousands of pilgrims find 
temporary lodging. 

It is told how Mahomet 
smashed all the idels in 
the Kaaba, but he left the 
“black stone,” using the 
fiction that it was given 
to Abraham by Gabriel. It 
is about nine inches long, 
and is evidently of vol- 
eanic. or meteoric origin. 


The Kaaba is of light 
stone, but its walls appear 
black in the photographs 
because they are covered 
with rich figured brocades, 
the gifts of wealthy de. 
votees. The Egyptian 
Government each year 
eends, with the pilgrimage 
starting fromCairo, a new 
kiswa of black brocade, 
embroidered in gold with 
texts from the Koran.

sluggishly in the water like some sea reptile coiled for 
a strike. There were exclamations and another look. 
This time the Emden had disappeared! 

The daring of the Germans left everybody greatly ex- 
cited. That the Emden would thus brazenly poke its 
nose into the door of the-most important British port 
thereabouts at the time seemed incredible. There were 
skeptics who doubted that it was the Emden at all, 
They were quickly undeceived. 

A few days later the Emden steamed boldly into the 
harbor of Madras, supremely scornful of volleys from 
the light artillery that was trained upon her. Near the 
harbor were the great oil tanks of the Burmah Oil Co. 
The Emden trained her biggest guns upon the tanks 
and sent shell after shell among them “In a few min- 
utes they were ablaze. Content with this vast destruc- 
tion of property, the ship put to sea again and disap- 


* peared beyond the horizon, long before a formidable 


pursuit could be launched. 

Sept. 29 the British Admiralty added the names of 
four new ships which had fallen to the free-lance 
cruiser. They were the Tumeric, the Lud, the Riberia 
and the Foyle. Then it was announced that the collier 
Bursk, loaded to the guards with enough coal to fill 
the Emden’s bunkers many times over, had been cap- 
tured and was being convoyed by the Emden. A few 
days later the steamer Gryfedale was captured, emptied 
of its values, filled with prisoners from the other ships 
and started on its way to the port of Columbo. 

When the refugees landed they told interesting tales 
of the methods of the Germans. One of them quoted an 
officer on board the invader as saying that the Emden 
.« did not expect to escape ultimately, but was determined 
to go down with her flag flying, after she had done all 
the damage she could! _ 

The news spread terror throughout all the Indian 
ports and the allies’ cruisers redoubled their efforts to 
capture the water witch. Proprietors of tramp steamers 
as well as the commanders of regular trade steamers 
flying the British flag feared to put to sea. For several 
days the Emden was not heard of again and word went 


around that she had been captured. Emboldened mar- 
iners put to sea once more. One morning the tramp 
steamer Clan Matheson, serenely poking along in the 
outer waters of the Bay of Bengal, saw a line of smoke 
on the distant horizon. 

The-crew, as one account has it, speculated as to the 
identity of the approaching vessel until the fighting top 
of a warship lifted over the horizon. The experienced 
mariners knew it at once, from its build, to be the tur- 
ret of a German vessel. It was the Emden and it ap- 
proached rapidly until it was well within range. Then 
it hove to and sent a ball across the bows of the Clan 
Matheson. , 

The tramper did not hesitate. Its engines stopped 
at once and it waited until a launch full of soldiers 
put out from the warship and skimmed the waves. 
When it was in hailing distance an officer asked in 
English: 

“What ship is that?” 

“The Clan Matheson from Bombay.” 

“Stand by; I’m coming aboard.” 

In a few minutes the Germans tumbled on the tramp- 
er’s deck. The officer did not waste time. “Get your 
crew in the beat,” he said, “for we have taken posses- 
sion. of this vessel.” 

The order was obeyed. Within a short time the 
prisoners stood on the Emden, watching their own ves- 
sel, tossing on the water. One of the big guns on the 
German vessel boomed. A range-finding shot struck 
water in front of the Clan Matheson. There was a 
sharp command and then several of the cannon belched. 
Phe Clan Matheson lifted and spun half way around 
like a bird stricken on the wing. Then it settled’ low 
in the water. In a short time the sea was full of 
wreckage but there was no other trace of the tramper 
in sight. 

The next heard of the Emden it was off Cochin and 
had sunk the Clan Grant, the Chilkana, the Troilus and 
the Benmohr. Not even such an insignificant vessel as 
the dredger Ponrabble had been spared; it, too, was

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destroyed. The St. Egbert was captured, filled with 
prisoners and permitted to proceed to Cochin. 

By the middle of October the Emden had shifted so 
far to the north and eastward that it could make life 
troublesome for Japanese craft, its first important victim 
flying the sun-flag being the Kamegasaki Maru, not far 
from Singapore. By this time 25 or 30 hostile ships 
were looking for the wanderer but none of them had 
gotten so much as a sight of her smoke. She made 
another of her startling disappearances, only to reap- 
pear in a more dramatic manner than ever. 

Now a wagship has, to knowing eyes, an individuality 
of its own. Usually each nation. employs some peculi- 
arity in the shape of the fighting tops of its war ves- 
sels. Other vessels are distinguished by the number 
and location of its funnels. The Emden has three 
funnels. 

Consequently when, along towards the end of October, 
the Russian ship Jemtchug and a French torpedo-boat 
destroyer observed approaching them in the Settlement 
Straits, English waters, a gray battleship, they were 
not greatly disturbed because the newcomer had four 
smokestacks. The only dangerous vessel known to be 
thereabouts was the Emden with three. 

The last misgiving was set at rest when it was ob- 
served that the stranger was flying the Japanese flag. 
It approached leisurely until it got within easy gunshot 
range. An observer on the French boat had begun to 
comment upon the unusual appearance of one of its 
smokestacks when it halted. Scarcely before anyone 
realized what had happened, the sun-flag dropped from 
the stranger and the striped flag of Germany replaced 
it. Before the spectators had recovered from their 
astonishment, the Jemtchug’s bow lifted from the water, 
a great hole torn in its side from a torpedo. The 
French vessel was struck by a second torpedo and both 
boats began to sink. , ; 

Wafted across the water was a faint cheer as the 
strange vessel put about and headed for the open sea. 
It was the Emden and it had built the fourth smoke- 
stack by way of disguise.

‘feelings to hims¢lf and attended the marriage at Essen 

(Oct. 6, 1906)---the highest honor he could pay to private 
sitizens. He also, by imperial decree, permitted the 
bridegroom to add “Krupp” to his name, so that he is 
now called Dr. Cusiav Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach. 
This privilege is also to descend to his eldest son, so 
that the name of Krupp may not die out. 

Although Dr. yon Bohlen retired from the diplomatic 
corps to devote himself to the Krupp industries, he was 
for several years known only as Bertha Krupp’s hus- 
band; but he is said now to have mastered the business 
to such a degree that he has become by merit the real 
head of the great works, and presides as chief at the 
gatherings of the “brains” of the organization—the 2009 
or 3000 heads of departments and engineers. He and 
his wife have a 6-year-old son, Friedrich, the future 
lord of the vast properties (if the war spares them), 
whom his mother already takes on trips through the 
mills to accustom him to their tumult and teeming 
activities. 

The life of Germany’s richest family is of the 
simplest. Thousands of middle-class households live 
more pretentiously. The palaces of Kings are open tu 
them, but it is seldom they are persuaded to forsake the 
homely family life of Villa Huegel, their residence at 
Essen, for the glittering joys of high society. In Berlin, 
when the aristocrats and plutocrats foregather for the 


court season, Dr. and Frau Krupp von Bohlen are rare 
guests. Their traveling at other times is mostly con- 
fined to a brief “cure” outing at some German spa. 
Wherever they go, they live unobtrusively at a hotel. 
Their keenest ho'by is yachting, and their schooner 
“Germania” is a redoubtable and ancient foe of the 
Kaiser’s yacht, “Meteor.” 

Frau von Bohlen has never been considered a beauty, 
but her fine eyes and firm chin denote the Krupp in- 
telligence and pertinacity. “Arrogance,” some have 
called it, and “cold and haughty” are terms which have 
found their wav at times into the German press in :le- 
scribing the mistress of Essen; but more than drawing 
room graces are required to manage so vast an enterprise 
as Krupp’s. 

In Germany Krupp’s, although a private firm, is re- 
garded almost as a department of the Government. 
Though it has supplied arms to nearly every foreign 
Government except France, it has always kept its finest 
products for Germany. For instance, history states that 
Krupp guns were as instrumental in winning the Franco- 
Prussian war as Moltke’s strategy and Bismarcrk’s 
diplomacy. And in the present war the allies were 
staggered by the production of the immense 42-centimeter 
siege guns, which the Krupps had manufactured and 
kept in readiness—all in the deepest secrecy. Not all-of 
the resourceful intelligence offices of the hostile Pow- 


ers had been able to obtain the sifghtest inkling that 
such artillery was in existence, and it was the consensus 
of opinion among experts outside of Germany that the 
finest guns in the world were those manufactured by the 
Schneiders at Creusot, France. 

The foundation of the house which has made th2 na‘ne 
Krupp synonymous with cannon all over the world is a 
romance of modern industry. Friedrich Krupp (1787- 
1826) erected a little forge in Essen and devoted him- 
self to the problem of manufacturing cast steel. He did 
not prosper, never having more than two or three work- 
men, and died in debt. His 14-year-old son, Alfred, the 
genius of the family, left school and too charge of the 
forge. In 1847 he electrified the metallurgic world hy 
exhibiting a muzzle-loading three-pounder of flawless 
cast steel. Other feats and inventicns of his etarted 
Krupp’s towards its present fame and prosperity. Its 
tremendous financial expansion was due to Frau Hertha’s 
father, Friedrich Krupp. Among thé great factories still 
stands the little smithy in which the first Krupp strug- 
gled with the mystery of casting perfect steel 

The firm is noted for the philanthropic institutions 
which it has founded for its employes, including model 
schools and cottages, community restaurants, libraries, 
recreation grounds, clubs and co-operative stores. To 
these enterprises Frau Krupp von Bohlen and her hus- 
band devote a great part of their enegry.

We have kept 
most of our patients in bed, but they usually needa 
rest on general principals. They are mostly hard-work- 
ing women. 

“However, there is no question that their recovery is 
far more rapid than is the case with women to whom 
scopolamin is not administered. The nervous system 
is spared the tremendous draft of hours of physical 
martyrdom. :

Why have not American doctors fiven American 
mothers the benefits of “twilight slecp’”? One answer 
—probably more satisfactory to a> doctor than to a 
mother—is that the treatment, simple as it looks, re- 
quires special training and sensitive discernment on the 
part of the physician, as well as an extra allowance of 
his time. He must not leave the patient's side from the 
first injection of ‘scopolamin until the end. 

The superintendent of the Jewish hospital says that 
most of the “failures” they have had have been in cases 
when the patients were brought into the hospital too 
late. When the patient is put under the treatment only 
an hour or an hour and a half before birth occurs, it is 
seldom effective.

sequences. Carbon monoxid, the most 
toxic of mine gases, is produced in blast- 
ing. When large shots are fired, where 
the ventilation is poor,and the working

through, harmful percentages of carbon 
monoxid and other poisonous gases May 
be encountered. Miners frequently go 
-home sick. from powder smoke. The 
latter sometimes contains as high as 4 
‘per cent of carbon monoxid while the 
products of the explosion of gun cotton 
contain many times this proportion. 

Carbon monoxid is the constitucnt of 
after-damp most insidious in its action. 
most difficult to detect, and responsible 
for mom of the deaths caused by mine 
explosiums. For these reasons it» becomes 
highly désirable to have a practica! and 
sensitive indicator of quantities of car- 
bon monoxid which may be in even the 
slightest degrees harmful to man. 

The United States Pureau of Mines has 
made an elaborate investigation to deter- 
mine the relative usefulness of various 
animals and has found canaries and mice 
to be most suitable, the birds being the 
more sensitive of the two. They are 
easily obtainable and become pets of the 
men. One of the questions, says the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, was whether canaries become 
susceptible to the poison after several 
-. OF Many exposures. The smallest amount 
of gas which will affect a man is 005 
per cent. The same percentage. produces 
very slight symptoms in mice. Two- 
tenths of 1 per cent is very dangerous to 
man. When the proportion of carbon 
dmonoxid is 0.15 per cent canaries will 
show distress usually in from fi¥e to 
twelve minutes, and with 0.2 per cent of 
the gas in from two to six minutes. 

Much longer time is required before 
distress appears in men, although in the 
case of some persons the effects, when 
they ‘do appear, may last for hours. Men 
cannot stand collapse from carbon mono- 
oxid as animals can. After distress and 
collapse canaries and mice recover quick- 
ly if given fresh air. In man, recovery: 
is often a matter of days; and long-stand- 
ing after-effects are by no means rare. 
Men may feel distress, especially if they 
work hard, in the presence of 0.1 per 
cent or under of carbon monoxid, when 
‘animals at rest in their cages do not 
show it. 

Sometimes different animals of the 
game species appear to be affected dirf- 
ferently by the same proportion of the 
gas; hence more than one should be used 
at a time. Fortunately, no acclimatiza- 
tion of canaries appears to occur, so that 
these birds. do not become less useful or 
-_-@ possible source of danger. Guinea pigs, 
on the other hand, appear to become im- 
mune.

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Rifle Errors Prevent Accurate ager 
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Marksmanship 


HAT every bullet does not find 
its billet is due to more than 
the marksmanship. It is due in 
large part to the fact that im- 

perfections exist in the most scientifical- 
ly constructed rifle barrel and that the 
unknown equation of the action of the 
gases. from the powder and the. action of 
the force ot gravity on the builet cannot 
be accurately figured out. 

It might be considered that a series of 
bullets fired from a fixed rifle to a fixed 
target ‘would hit the target in the same 
spot. Experiments have shown that this 
is not the case. Five shots were fired

A concentric action, error at target. 
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Clear Ponds of 
Mosquitoes 
HE duck is one of the greatest 
known enemies of the mos- 
quito, and therefore of yel- 
low fever and malaria,” writes 
Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, Commissioner of 
Health of Pennsylvania, in the Journal of 
the: American Medical Association. Dr. 
Dixon has been experimenting with ducks 
and fishes in an effort to find out which 
will eat the greater number of mosquito 
larvae and pupae. He built two dams 
near together on the same stream, each 
cevering about 1400 square feet. In one 
20 mallard ducks were placed; the other 
was carefully protected from water fowl 
and well stocked with goid fish. 

The duck pond was soon entirely free 
from mosquitoes, while the fish pond 
fairly swarmed with them. To make 
sure, Dr. Dixon admitted 10 of the ducks 
to the fish pond. At first thev fed on 
the tadpoles, but soon discovered “the 
presence of larvae and pupae of the mos- 
quito and immediately turned their at- 
tention to these, ravenously devouring 
them. in preference to any other food- 
stuff present. At the end of 24 hours no 
pupae were to be found, and in 48 hours 
only a few smail larvae survived.” 


The moral of which is: Install flocks 
of ducks in all swamps and ponds.

Ultra- Violet Rays 
Purify Water 


HEN a ray of sunlight va:ses 
through a prism of glass it js 
W resolved into its constituent 
colors, ranging from red 
through orange, yellow, green, blue. to 
violet, or in exactly the order in which 
they may be seen in a rainbow ‘uri au 
succession of colors obtained from any 
source of light is called a spectrum, and 
the phenomenon is known as dispersion, 
which is due to the unequal retacdation 
in speed of transmission of different col- 
ors through the transparent ‘prism, tLe 
violet rays being retarded to a greater 
extent than the red. AL 


Measurements of wave length of light 
rays of different colors show that those 
producing the violet rays are the shortest 
of all those from the visible spectrum, 
and also that rays with short wave leogths 
undergo a greater diminution of speed 
in passing through the transparent prism 
than those of greater lengtts. In addi- 
tion to the visible portion of the spec- 
trum, we have also the invisible portion, 
which extends several times the length of 


the visible spectrum, and it is those rays — 


immediately beyond the violet, in other 
words, the ultra-violet; in which we are 
particulariy interested. 


The use of the ultra-violet rays for 
the sterilization of water has passed b>- 
yond the experimental stage into a very 
practical form of effective sterilization. 
The only source of ultra-violet light avail- 
able for industrial purposes at present is 
the mercury vapor quartz lamp. This 
lamp consists principally of a quartz tube 
several inches long, from which the sir 
has been exhausted, and which contains 
a small quantity of mercury. Platinum: 
electrodes are sealed into each end of the 
tube, and when direct current of -uffi 
cient voltage is applied to the lam».-a 
portion of the mercury is vaporized. ‘This 
vapor then becomes lvminous and nits 
the characteristic bluish licht of the ncr- 
cury vapor lamp.

For sterilizat‘on purposes, the ordinary 
commercial quartz. tube mercury vapor 
lamp is not powerful enough to be con- 
veniently worked on a large scale, aud 
therefore there has been developed a s;, e- 
cial type of lamp to operate on a direct 
current ranging from 110 to 500 volts. In 
order to produce ultra-violet rays eco- 
nomically in great quantities, the lamp 
must be run at a much higher tempera- 
ture than the ordinary quartz tube mer- 
cury vapor lamp commonly used for il- 
luminating purposes, and to maintain this 
high temperature the apparatus must be 
so constructed that the water does not 
actually come in contact with the quartz 
lamp. The temperature must also be kept 
sufficient!y low, as even quartz becomes 
opaque to the ultra-violet rays if the 
temperature becomes too high. 

In order that the water under treat- 
ment shall be thoroughly sterilized. the 
principal requirement is that the water 
shall be free from suspended matter, chat 
is to say, properly filtered, and also ‘bat 
it shall be exposed as closely as possible 
to the mercury vapor quartz tube in 
one type of apparatus the water flows 
below the lamp.

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Edison Has Invented a Telephone 
Conversation Recorder 


Thomas A. Edison using his latest invention, the “Telescribe.” 


OMAS A. EDISON’S latest inven- 

tion, the telescribe, which maxes 

a permanent record of a tele 

phone conversation between two 

individuals, bears out a prophecy which 

the inventor made in 1878. Mr. Edison, 

writing in the North American Review, 

enumerated 10 uses of the telephone. 

Present day utilities fulfilled all of these 

forecasts, except the tenth use, expressed 
by Mr. Edison as follows: 

“The phonograph will perfect the tele- 
phone. That useful invention is now 
restricted in its field of operation by rea- 
son of.the fact that it is a means of 
communication which leaves no record 
of its transactions, thus restricting its 
use to simple conversational chit-chat, 
and such unimportant details of business 
as are. not considered of _ sufficient 
importance to reeord. Were this dif- 
ferent and our telephone conversation 
automatically recorded, we should find 
the reverse of the present status of the 
telephone. It would be expressly resorted 
to as a means of-perfect record.” 

The telescribe comprises a dictating 
machine, which is especially equipped 
with the receiving appliances. The re 
ceiver of the regular desk telephone is 


removed from the hook and placed in a 
socket of the telescribe. Thus the con- 
nection to the dictating machine is made 
without danger of criticism from the 
telephone company, as the instrument is 
neither mechanically nor electrically con 
nected to their lines—merely acousticaliy. 
The user then takes up the receiver of 
the telescribe, gives his eall to the ex- 
change, afterwards starting and stopping 
the dictating machine by two small but- 
tons on the telescribe, thus avoiding use 
of the wax cylinder while talking about 
the weather. Both sides of the telephone 
conversation are recorded, intluding evi- 
dence of central’s voice in making con- 
nection. 

After a conversation, the dictator may 
turn to his dictating machine and con- 
firm his message in .the usual manner 
covering the general understanding. To 
the person receiving this confirmation, 
its correctness will be unquestioned. 

The wax record, containing the tele- 
scribe “and the dictated confirmation, 
may be retained indefinitely for refer- 
ence; but future acknowledgments and 
circumstances reduce the time for hold- 
ing the records to only a few days in 
most instances.

While theoretically it requires but a 
fraction of a second to destroy all Sacte*:: 
in water one inch from the tube. 1 longer 
exposure is desirable to allow for turning 
over and over of microscopic particles 
passing through the canal, behind which 
microbes may be hidden. Althuygh the 
ultra-violet’ rays penetrate filtered v ater 
very readily, they are stopped very ef- 
fectively by matter carried in suspension 
even more easily than ordinary daylight. 
It is therefore tmportant that the w.tter 
be thoroughly agitated and every ;article 
brought as close to the lamp as possible, 
so that no guilty microbe may «s-ape 
after passing under the rays of the hat- 
tery of lamps. 
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Gelatine in Ice Cream 


R. DAVID I. MACHT of Baitimore 
has been analyzing commercial 
ice cream for adulteran*s. He 
found that almost all the cheaper 

ice creams contain gelatine and that 
starch is. very little usei. The only ob- 
jections to gelatine are that it is not 
cream and that “some people, as for in- 
stance orthodox Hebrews, regard such ice 
creams as not.kosher and probibited. by 
the Jewish dietary laws,” to quote Dr. 
Macht’'s. words in the Medical Record. . 
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Denaturing the Electric 


Current 

AT the Scientific American 

calls an interesting method of 

preventing the improper use 

of electric current has been 
devised by an Italian engineer. The 
practice of making especially low rates 
for current to be used in electric power, 
heating and cooking devices is becoming 
more and more general, but with the 
ordinary constant potential current it 
is difficult to detect the use of lighting 
devices on circuits intended only for 
power and heating purposes. This engi 
neer advocates the use of special cir- 
cuits on which the current is. snbject 
to extreme fluctuation of voltage at 
rapidly recurring intervals, which would 
make it practically impossible in the 
lamps because of the flicker in the 
lights. 

As the current is not entirely inter- 
rupted and the normal] voltage is al- 
most immediately restcred, the proper 
operation of power or heating apparatus 
is not interfered with and the rightful 
use of the circuits for their respective 
purposes is assured. 


ATER condensed from steam 
thrown off by an engine is 
often fed back into the boiler. 
because it is soft and non- 

scale producing. This is done, however, 
only after the water first has been passed

GRAIN. of wheat consists, by 

weight, of the protective coat 
A (15.6 per cent), the embryo or 

germ (1.4 per cent), and the white 
fiour (83 per cent). The coat consists of 
several layers: The outer skin, or epi- 
carp, which is the coarser part of bran; 
a double inner’ skin, called the mesocarp 
and endocarp, and a thin, hard, trans- 
parent layer, called the tes:a_ Inside of 
this is a layer of cells called the ak urone 
cells. These contain no starch, are rich 
in fats and contain the bodies to which 
Casimir Funk gave the name vitamines. 
Inside these again are the cells that con- 
tain the starch which gives its principal 
feod value to flour. 

The vitamines are of highly comp'ex 
chemical structure, varying considera ly 
in composition. The formula for one ol 
them is written C20 H20 O9 N4, whict 
means that it contains 26 atoms of car 
bon, 20 atoms of hydrogen, 9 atoms of 
oxygen and 4 atoms of nitrogen. 7 

According to Funk, they are essen- 
tial to life and no diet is complete with-

out them. If the brain, “one of the three 
legs of the t.iped of life,” is starved wy 
a vitamineless diet, troubles of all kinds 
—called by Funk deficiency diseases— 
arise, and these may end in death. The 
muscles dwindle away, the nerves de- 
generate and heart and bone troubles re- 
sult. Their absence is a predisposing 
cause of tuberculosis. 

Vitamines are found in plants, and es- 
pecially in their seeds. So far as is 
known at present, animals are incapable 
of making them. Animals, however, ob- 
tain them by feeding on plants. Thus 
vitamines occur normally in meat, fresh 
milk and yolk of egg. 

Wherever any cereal robbed of its 
alevrone or vitamine layer forms the 
chief food of a people there a deficiency 
disease appears. Rice is eaten by more 
people than any other grain, in the trop- 
ical regions of both hemispheres. The 
marked increase of beriberi caused &y 
eating polished rice, claiming thousands 
of victims yearly in Japan, etc., coin- 
cides with the replacement of the prima- 
tive whole-grain stone-milling by the 
modern steel roller. The United Statrs 
Government has already made the polish- 
ing of rice in the Philippines ille~al. 
Indian corn is largely eaten in North

italy, the Balkan provinces, the southern 
part of the United States, Brazil, ete, 
In all these countries pellagra, which af- 
fects the skin, digestive organs and 
mental powers, is prevalent. The disease 
could be stamped out by adding tc the 
diet potatoes, one of the cheapest and 
most practical sources of vitamines. 
Rickets, scurvy, ete., are also deficiency 
diseases caused by the use, as the main 
articles of diet; of such vitamineless 
fouds as sterilized milk, condensed milk, 
cornfiours, starch and sugar. The mixed 
diet of most people protects them from 
deficiency diseases. * 

Vitaminous foods are fresh milk and 
(though less rich in them) pasteurized 
milk, whole grains, potatoes, carrots and 
other fresh vegetables, lime and other 
fruit juices, beans, peas, lentils and the 
like, meat, barley water, yeast and (ap- 
parently) cod liver oil The discovery ‘of 
Vitamines leaves the vexed question of 
the relative values of white bread, stand- 
ard bread, etc., where it was, as the heat 
of the oven, far above that of the ate. 
clave in milk sterilization, probably de- 
cot the vitamines of the wholemeal 
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
